Cuicaeo, June 6.—The convention's work 
isdone. On the fourth ballot James G. Blaine 
was nominated by the votes of 544 delegates to 
be President of the United States. Beginning 
on the first ballot with 33444 votes—a number 
which proves the substantial accuracy of the 
estimates sent from this city to Tue Trmes—the 
Blaine men marched steadily and resistiessly for- 
ward to victory. The second roll-call revealed 
849 Blaine votes, and the third 875. On the fourth, 
great. States, whose delegations had been di- 
vided, closed their broken ranks and wheeled 
into line for the man from Maine. . Favorite sons 
withdrew from the field and delivered their del- 
gates to him, and the number of his supporters 
Was increased by accessions, large and small. un- 
til he had received a majority and had 188 votes 
to spare. 

Blaine’s managers were unwilling yesterday 
that there should beany break in the course of 
tne balloting. The first ballot would reveal their 
strength more accurately than it had beenshown 
in the Lynch-Clayton contest, and if a night 
should intervene between the first ballot or the 
firsttwo ballots and the. succeeding ones they 
feared that their opponents would be able to 
outwit them by combining to support a new 
man, or in some other way. They were con- 
fident, but at the same time they remembered 
the defeat of their candidate in 1876 and 1880. 
They decided to guard their lines with the ut- 
mogt care, and to enter the race under the most 
favorable circumstances if possible. 

Afterall the speeches had been made last night, 
Judge Foraker, of Ohio, John Sherman's repre- 
sentative, surprised the Blaine men by moving 
that a balict should be taken at once. Mr. Stew- 
art. of Pennsyivania, sprang to his feet and 
moved that if a beginning was to be made the 
work of balloting should not be interrupted till 
atleast tive ballots had been taken. One ballot 
aidan adjournment might ruin his candidate, 
but five, he believed, would give him the 
noteination. Mr. Thurston, prompted by Mr. 
Elkins, moved an adjournment. The Blaine 
pnd anti-Blaine men again iocked horns 
on this motion, which was defeated 
by a vote of 391to0 410. The change of 15 votes, 
misplaced because the Alabama delegates did not 
understand the question, would have made the 
vote 876 to 425. Filibustering would have been 
continued through the remainder of the night if 
the Sherman men had not seen the folly of such 
A course and put an end to thecontest. The 
Biaine men could have afforded to allow one bal- 
lot to be taken, for there couid have been formed 
during the night no combination which would 
have beaten them to-day. But they wanted to 
be on the safe side. 


When the convention reassembled this morn- 
ing it was apparent that nothing could prevent a 
Blaine victory. Messra. Roosevelt and Menry 
Cabot Lodge had been hard at work through 
the night trying to take the anti-Blaine 
tote to some candidate, new or old, 
fhom Arthur men, Edmunds men, and the 
independents could heartily support. it-had 
been a hopeless task, but these men had courage- 
ovisly undertaken to accomplish it. Even if the 
leading Arthur men had been willing to desert 
the President, and they were not, their votes could 
not be transferred. Nor wouldthe Edmunds men 
go to Arthur for reasons that have been given in 
preceding dispatches. lf a transfer of the Arthur 
votecould have been made, there was no man 
whom the combination could support against 
Blaine with the slightest hope of success. Lin- 
coln was out of the question. His friends dis- 
covered that while he had seemed to be theoretic- 
ally available, because of his character, record, 
and the universal acceptance of his name to be 
putin the second place on the ticket, he was 
practically unavailable in this convention for 
the first place. 


When the session began the Arthur men had 
settled down into a condition of sullen indiffer- 
ence. From time to time they found cold com- 
fort in cursing the Edmunds men and the inde- 
pendents because they would not vote for Ar- 
thur. “If Blaine is nominated,” said they, * the 
independents will be responsible for the work. 
[tis not probable that an Edmunds-Arthur al- 
liance, with Arthur as the candidate, could now 
defeat Blaine, but if the Edmunds men had come 
to us some days ago we could have had some 
show. What could we do, and what can 
we do? We cannot go to any other man, 
forthe moment we stir our block of delegates, 
that moment it will break into fragments.” The 
active independents were despondent. They had 
done what they could to “stiffen up” the dark 
horses. Ifthe Arthur men should stand firm, 
and ifthe minor candidates should retain their 
votes, the contest might be prolonged and delay 
might avert disaster. But could the anti-Blaine 
forces, which could not be united, withstand the 
Blaine attack? Knowing that many of the 
Logan and Skcrman men were disguised allies of 
Blaine, that many of the Southern delegates 
were wavering end inclived to join the strongest 
battalion. and thet iu the convention the very 
air was fu'l oft Blaine, they could see no grornd 
for hope. 

The first ba!int surprised no onc except those 
who had been misied by the wild boasts of the 
4rthur men. It was plain to keen politicians 
‘hat a few of the Blaine vote had been tempo- 
rexily withheld. Edmunds’s vote, which, unhap- 
pily, was doomed to a rapid decline, exceeded the 
number assigned to him by the average of care- 
ful estimates, Nineteen of these Edmunds men 
came from the North-western States—Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota. The instructed Penn- 


syivania delegates obeyed their instructions. | 


Sew-Jetsey yielded two Lincoln votes. On the 
econd ballot Bilainc drew 14 votes from 
ais opponents, the majority of. these coming 
tom Arthur. On the third bellot it became 
yan that disintegrating forces were at work 
wmeng the Arthur men and the weakest Bd- 
gunis tocv. Wavering dclegutes were going 


over to what seemed to them the winning side, 
and others would soon follow them, as panic- 
stricken sheep follow their companions over a 
fence. There was no force, no sentiment, no 
leader, to bind them to their original choice. 
Even in Pennsylvania Arthur’s men were de- 
serting him. The effect of the Clayton bargain 
could be seen in Missouri and Texas. Indi- 
vidual losses here and there in the South proved 
that old barriers had been broken down. Four 
of the Edmunds men in New-Jersey had gone 
to Lincoln, but this movement had no effect. 
Blaine was within 36 votes of a nomination, and 
had not yet been compelled to call upon the 
main body of the Logan men or the main body 
of the Sherman men for reinforcements. 


With defeat and rout staring them in the face 
ifanother ballot should be immediately taken, 
the anti-Blaine men decided to fight for delay. 
Judge Foraker, who appeared to be honestly and 
earnestly devoted to the fortunes of John Sher- 
man, and to hope that delay might serve his can- 
didate, came to the assistance of the anti-Blaine 
men by moving for a recess, and his motion was 
seconded by Mr. Dutcher, of New-York. The 
convention at once became a mob. The in- 
competent Chairman made a_ ridiculous 
exhibition of his worthiessness, and be- 
came a mouth-piece for Stephen B. Elkins, 
ex-Senator Spencer, Chauncey I. Filley, and 
Warner Miller, who stood by his side or leaned 
over his chair prompting and guiding him and 
directing the reading clerks by nods and winks. 
Blaine’s lieutenants were busy among the dele- 
gates. Atlast the vote wastaken. It was the 
last desperate attempt of the anti-Blaine men to 
gain time, though none of them could have 
shown in what way delay couldassistthem. The 
motion was lost by a vote of 364 to 450. The con- 
test wasatanend. Nothing remained but to re- 
cord the votes that were to nominate Blaine. 

The roll was called. Large gains in Alabama, 
Kentucky, North Carolina, Tennessee, and Lou- 
isiana showed that the South had broken up. 
Kellogg voted for Blaine. Illinois withdrew Logan 
and Ohio withdrew Sherman, adding 56 to Blaine’s 
pile. Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, and Missouri 
cast all of their 102 votes at his feet. The clerks 
added the figures, the result was announced, and 
the great audience made the building ring with 
their shouts. Blaine’s nomination was assured by 
the transfer of a majority of the Logan vote. 

To-night the ticket was completed by giving 
Logan the second place on it. Robert T. Lincola 
forbade his friends to present his name for this 
place. 


The party’s new candidate for President is 
deeply indebted to Powell Clayton, of Arkansas; 
Chauncey I. Filley, of Missouri; Stephen 
B. Elkins, of New-Mexico and New- 
York; Logan H. Roots, of Arkansas; 
ex-Senator Spencer, of Alabama; Rich- 
ard C. Kerens, of Missouri, and Frank L. 
Money, of Louisiana, for political services ren- 
dered. Several of these have a practical 
knowledge of the operations and require- 
ments of the United States Mail Serv- 
ice, and RepuDdlicans who regard the nomi- 
nation as equivalent to an election are already 
indulging in some speculation as to which one 
of them will be made Postmaster-General. 

The sessions of the convention have been 
marked by great disorder. Chairman Hender- 
son was not only utterly incompetent to 
perform the duties of his office, but he 
was also weak enough to allow himself 
to be handled and directed by the gentlemen 
just mentioned, who surrounded his chair and 
did not conceal the exercise of their infiu- 
ence and authority. It is a curious fact that 
while these men were exhibiting to every body 
to-day their power behind the throne, and while 
many of their friends who are not 
well known were given the freedom of 
the Chairman’s stage, Theodore Roosevelt 
of New-York, a most conspicuous figure in the 
New-York delegation, was unable to go upon 
the stage to ask a question until he had thrust 
aside sever&il officious persons who were 
attempting forcibly to exclude him. Mr. 
Blaine bas been unfortunate in the selection of 
some of his most active supporters. They have 
no use for Mr. Roosevelt and men of his kind. 
Mr. Blaine has many earnest supporters in the 
North-west and in the East who do not seem 
to affiliate with the South-western group 
or to enjoy heartily their companionship. 
It is impossibee to ignore the _ exist- 
ence of this South-western group or the 
very important, and in some respects effective, 
work done by its members for Mr. Blaine 
in the last two weeks. Their labors have 
been as conspicuous om one side as 
those of Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Lodge, Mr. Curtis, 
and their friends bave been on the other. They 
will undoubtedly play prominent partsin the 
coming campaign. F. D. R. 
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THE CONVENTION’S CLOSING WORK 
WHY THE BLAINE MEN WORKED FOR AN 
ADJOURNMENT ON THURSDAY NIGHT—A 
SPIRITLESS CONVENTION ON FRIDAY 
MORNING—DISORDERLY PROCEEDINGS 
ON ,THE FLOOR—THE BALLOTING AND 
ITS RESULT.

Curcaco, June 6.—When the convention, 
by the vote of 410 to 891, agreed, at 1 o'clock this 
morning, not to adjourn,every body supposed that 
at least one ballot for a nomince would be taken. 
The Blaine men, however, would not consent to 
that, and by hubbub and dilatory motions and 
suggestions showed their determination either 
to adjourn the convention or prevent it from 
transacting all business. Chairman Henderson 
acted like a man who was in a dream, so 
confused was he by the uproar and the 
yells for recognition from every direction that 
were hurled at him. “ Wheelhorse”’ Dutcher, of 
New-York, moved to take a ballot, and on that 
moved the previous question. If the Chairman 
heard the motion he paid no heed to it, but 
stared blankly about him. The uproar was ter- 
rific. Senator Stewart, of Pennsylvania, moved 
to take a recess until 11 o’clock, and there was a 
dispute in the vicinity of the New-York and 
Pennsylvania delegations as to which motion 
was made first—that by Mr. Dutcher or that of 
Mr. Stewart. Anidea struck the Chairman, and 
he pounded savagely with his gavel. “The 
Chair,” he said,“ will state to the convention 
that the order of business is a ballot, and there is 
no use of making a motion to that effect,” when 
be settled back and declared he would entertain 
no motion until order was restored. 


A convention which had been bullying its 
Chairman and paying no attention all along was 
not to be managed at this point, and for 10 min- 
utes bedlam was let loose. Above it all, Mr. 
Bush, of California, demanded to know, “ in the 
language of a distinguished gentleman, what 
are we here for?” Roars of laughter greeted 
the sally. Then a delegate asked what motion 
was before the house. The Chairman did not 
know himself, and he jumped at the answer 
that the motion was to adjourn. Finally 
he ordered a _roll-call of the States 
upon this motion. Nine States had re- 
sponded whose votes showed that 40 were re- 
corded in favor of adjournment and 9 against. 
It was useless to attempt todo any business in 
this confusion, and by mutual agreement the 
Blaine and the Arthur leaders consented to an 
adjournment. Ex-Congressman McKinley, of 
Ohio, was recognized, and he said: “I move to 
dispense with the call of the States. I under- 
stand that the gentlemen all about me are will- 
ing tnat this motion to adjourn nutil 11 o’cicck 
sha!l prevail, and in that spirit I make tiie mo- 
tion.” Congressman Burleigh seconded the mo- 
tion on behalf of the anti-Blaine forces, and it 
| was carried with a yell. 


THE LAST DAY'S WORK. 

It is Friday, and the convention that was in 
session until nearly 2 o’clock this morning Is 
again, at 10 o’clock, beginning to assemble. The 
great ball 1s already hardly filled, the delegates, 
lovking weary after the tremendous excitement 
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of the night before, coming in tardily. They 
find, as they come along Michigan-avenue, that 
the street vendors of refreshments are again in 
place, that carriages biock the way, that the po- 
licemen have hard work to keep a passage open 
through the crowds to the doors. They learn 
that since 9 o’clock ticket-holders have been; 
clamoring for admission, anxious . to™ get 
the best seats, and when they get inside, they: 
discover that not only seats belonging’ to dele-' 
gates but those assigned to alternates, the press, 


and special have been occupied. . The as- 
sistants of the Sergeant-at-Arms are of no use 
whatever. They loaf about, very proud of their 
purple badges, but do nothing to keep the aisles 
clear, protect those who have rights on the floor, 
or restrain the disorder caused by the gathering 
crowds. Ticket speculators are selling a t 
many tickets, and those who buy them 
are conspicuously impudent when they have 
obtained admission. echairs of newspaper 
writers are carried away against the feeble pro- 
tests of the Sergeants. who, like Dogberry’s 
men, know very well what the duty is of your 
average watchman. The hall shows the effects 
of the vandalism of Blaine’s sbouters. The flags 
and shields along the front of the galleries have 
all been strip off, leaving a long line of tri- 
colored banner-cloths. The banners that hung 
over the platform have also disappeared. For 
one briet moment the guards in front of the 
stage become aware that they have authority. 
and they exercise it by hustling a small boy 
out of the passage with wuncalied-for violence. 
Delegates who have come in a little early droop 
in their chairs, mag’ ora woot and mgt og 
ages wan and weary in the morn ight. 

About Il o'clock the Chairman comesin. He 
sees sitting near the edge of the platform Mr. 
Stephen B. Elkins, the Blaine manager. He has 
his tally lists all ready. Down on the floor at the 
edge of the seats for delegates-he could see Tom 
Donaldson, another of the Blaine managers, who 
sits where he can get at the Chairman of the del- 
egatiou. He looks as if he had rot been in bed 
for a week, his coat-collar turned up, and his 
throat protected by a handkerchief tied about 
it. Behind the Chairman, who probabjy does 
not see them, are a group of Blaine’s Bn icular 
friends, among them Warner Miller. The Chair- 
man hoarsely calls the convention to order. It 
is after 11 o'clock, and the crowd of Blaine’s 
men, | fretting for a vote, have become warmed 
up by the music of the band, the renewed bustle 
in the hall, and the assurances that are brought 
in that Blaine is surely to be nominated on the 
second or third ballot. The Rey. Dr. Scudder 
prays as the delegates are subsiding into a con- 
dition of order. Yery few of those present can 
hear what he says, and tew are as much inter- 
ested as they might be. 


THE BALLOTING BEGUN. 

The prayer over, a delegate from Alabama 
tries to offer a resolution. The Chair, very 
promptly for so dull and incompetent a Chair, 
decides that nothing isin order but the calling 
of States. An interruption is permitted, how- 


ever, to States that wish to report the names of 
the National Committeemen. 

The gavei is used once or twice, the delegates 
give attention, and the Chair commands the Sec- 
retary: ‘Call the roll.” Alabama is called. The 
audience listens for the response. It is an- 
nounced by the Chairman of the delegation: 
* Alabama—Blaine, 1; Logan, 1; Arthur, 17." One 
delegate is sick at his hotel and Arthur loses one 
vote. Arkansas responds with 4 for Arthur, 8 
for Biaine, and 2 for Edmunds. There is ap- 
plause, first from the Arthur men and then 
from the Blaine men. The noise of the cheers 
delays the clerks, who are singularly incompe- 
tent at best. Logan H. Roots, corpulent and 
puffy, gets upon a chairto challenge the cor- 
rectness of the record. Shouts of approval fol- 
low his demand. “Cali the roll,” says the Chair- 
man. The roll is called, but the result as an- 
nounced is found to be correct. California and 
Colorado respond when called, both solid 
for Blaine, and both are cheered to the 
echo. Connecticut's 12 votes are cast 
by Chairman Brandegee for Joseph R. Hawley. 
A small volumeof applause shows that Hawley’s 
admirers are not pumerousin the hall. When 
Florida is reached and it is announced as casting 
seven votes for Arthurand one for Blaine, the 
Blaine men, who have known that there was one 
vote there for them, indulge in more extravagant 
applause. Thereis adesire to hear the individual 
vote. The report is challenged, and John G. 
Long is smoked out as the Baine man in the 
delegation, A delegate attempted to tell the con- 
vention that the State Convention had passed 
a resolution of instruction to vote as a unit 
for Arthur, but he was discou before he 
could finish his err. Georgia's 24 votes went 
solid for Arthur to the very warm! Sr premed 
satisfaction of the Arthur men. hen Illinois 
was cailed the convention listened to l¢arn the 
extent of the division in that State. Cheers went 
up trom the galleries when it was announced by 
Senator Cullom that Illinois cast 40 votes for 
Logan, 8 for Biaine, and 1 for Arthur. Arthur's 
friends were rer in this delegation than they 
bad supp When Indiana was called the 
first vote for George F. Edmunds was reported. 
Biaine’s men were almost uncontrollable at 
finding that Harrison's vote had nearly all been 
captured and that the State stood Arthur, 9; 
Blaine, 18; Edmunds, 1, and Jobn Sherman, 2. 
lowa’s vote dropped solidiy for Biaine. Kansas 
had doubters in her camp, and she cast 4 votes 
tor Arthur, 12 tor Blaine, 1 for Logan, and 1 for 
Hawley. Clisbee, the clerk who was so popular 
with the convention of 1880, and who has a pow- 
erful voice and rather more sense than several of 
the blundering clerks of the convention, makes 
the announcemeut. Kentucky. in spite of ail 
the efforts of Internal Kevenue Commis- 
sioner Evans to keep its delegates to- 
gether, breaks up for Arthur, Blaine, Logan, 

obn Sherman, and Kobert T. Lincoln. Louisi- 
ana, after its usual fashion, concealed its bent tor 
Blaine, giving 10 insincere votes for Arthur, 2 to 
Blaine, and 3to Logan, one delegate being absent 
and not represented by the vote of an alter- 
nate. The vote was challenged, the roil called,

Maine, of course, went solid for 
Blaine, and the hall shook with cmceranagy | ap- 
plause. Massachusetts, through Senator Hoar, 
cast 25 votes for Edmunds, 2 for Arthur, and 1 
tor blaine. Michigan, supposed to be nursing a 
large vote for Gen. Sherman, gave him only 2 
of her 26,2 going to Arthur, 15 to Blaine, and 7 
to Edmunds. nnesota’s vote, cast by Senator 
Sabin, was 1 for Arthur, 7 for Blaine, and 6 for 
Edmunds. Senator Bruce, when Missi-sippi was 
called, reported 17 tor Arthur and 1 for Blaine. 

The crowd continued to express itsapproval at 
each announcement, every candidate having 
friends enough in the hall who appeared to enjoy 
indulging in loud demonstrations. Missouri was 
very much divided. giving 10 votes to Arthur, 5 
to Blaine,6 to Edmunds, 10 to Logan, and | to 
John Sherman, the Blaine men greeting their 
vote with more uproarious cheering and waving 
of handkerchiefs. With a pompousness that had 
made him nmdioculeus during the balloting last 
night, Mr. Thurston, of Nebraska, announced 8 
ot the votes of that State for Biaine and 2 for 
Arthur. New-Hampshire gave half her vote to 
Edmunds and half to Arthur. The boasted 
strength of Arthur in New-Jersey disappeared 
when that State was calied and Senator,sewell 
cast 9 for Blaine, 6for Edmunds, 1 for John Sher- 
man, and 2 for Lincoln. 

Everybody had his eye on George William 
Curtis when New-York was called. The Chair- 
man of the delegation had poiled the dele- 
gates,and he arose witha cardin his hand to 
announce the vote. He began with the lowest 
vote, * Lincoln, 1;” he next announced, “ Ed- 
munds, 12,” then called out, * Blaine, 28,” and 
while the Blaine applause is still ringing through 
the hall he rolled out, “Arthur, 31.” Great is 
the joy of the Arthur men when they find them- 
selves inthe lead. They are fearing the out- 
come of the day’s work. They are keeping cour- 
age up, and would be glad to combine with any- 
body, if combination were possible. North 
Carolina, giving. 19 votes to Arthur, as befits a 
delegation of office-holders, also gives Blaine 2 
and Loganil. Ohio divides ber 46 between Blaine 
and Sherman, ving the Maine man 21 and her 
once ** Honest John” 25. 

Nothing for Arthur in the Buckeye State. 
Pennsylvania is called. There is a buzzin the 
convention, followed by silence, as Senator Stew- 
art reads: * Arthur, 11; Blaine, 47; Edmunds, 1; 
Logan, 1.” The Blaine men are richer by one 
vote than they had expected to be, and the Ar- 
thur men poorer by four votes. The Blaine men 
shouted as if they were mad, and the whole 
house seemed to rise to its feet to indulge again 
in the screams and cheers which had so frequent- 
ly and thorougbly disturbed the proceedings 
late Thursday night and early this morning. 
Collector Robertson, carried away by the excite- 
ment by which he was outrounded cheered. waved 
his hat and handkerchief. and then stepped 
across the aisle to shake the hand of Stewart. 
Blaine had broken into South Carolinaand found 
1 vote there, Arthur getting 17; andin Tennessee, 
which Chairman Houck had in vain tried to bring 
up in a solid column, Blaine got 7 votes, Logan 
1, and Arthur 16. Vermont is solid for Edmunds. 
Virginia, not much broken, gave 21 for Artkur, 
2for Blaine. She is still * for Arthur,” although 
Arthur cannot be much for her. 

The Blaine vote is pola sepidiy, and when 
West Virginia has given Binine iz votes, with the 
usual accompaniment of cheers, Wisconsin has 
added 10 more, while she gives 6to Arthur and t 
to Edmunds.

Cheers were heard outside of the convention 
hall and the crowd inside responded with a pro- 
digious demonstration of applause for Blaine. 
The hoarse and weak voice of the inefficient 
Chairman, addressing the boisterous throng, de- 
clared that it was not a vote, and that the roll 
must again be called. 


THE SECOND ROLL-CALL. 

Alabama was again called. Arthur gained 1 
vote, according to the announcement of the 
Chairman, but the State was polled to discover 
that the result was a gain of lfor Blaine who 
got ‘2 votes.. The Arkansas bargain was 
carried out’ for the 2 Arthur and Ed- 
munds votes and 1 of Arthur's went to 
Blaine, who got 11 to Arthur’s:3. Cali- 
fornia, * Colorado, / Connecticut, and Dela- 
ware did not “ budge. Florida insisted 
upon another roll call, but revealed no change. 
Georgia stood firm for Arthur. Illinois stood 


the test of a poll of the delegation without 
wavering. Indiana scattered its vote again be- 
tween Arthur, Blaine, Edmunds, and Sherman, 
and polled so to show the individual preferences 
of the delegates. Kansas excited the most ex- 
traordinary feeling and noise among the Blaine 
men, by taking one from Arthur and giving 
it to Blaine. In Kentucky, after the State 
had been polled. Arthur had gained only one 
vote, the half votes cast in the first ballot having 
disappeared. Wnen Louisiana was reached, R. F. 
Guichard, who bad voted for Arthur on the first 
ballot, on to Blaine, and Blaine also got the 
vote of E. W. Wall, of the Fifth District, who had 
voted for Logan. Before the enthusiasm of the 
Blaine men over this gain had subsided, it was 
renewed to celebrate tne guin of 2 votes in 
Maryland, leaving Arthur only 4. Missouri was 
polled upon a challenge, and showed Biaine a 
— by 1 vote from Edmunds and 2 from 

ogan. Dr. McLean, when he voted, ex- 
cited shouts of derision from the Arthur 
then. by voting for R. G. Blaine. Hourse throats 
cheered the vote, but the Blaine men rested for a 
moment when New-Hampshire gave one of her 
Edmunds votes to Arthur. It was a-very little 
gain, but was cheered by the New-York "* boys” 
who were fighting for the President.

The New-York vote was announced by Mr. 
Curtis, as Lincoln, 1; Edmunds, 12; Blaine, 2s, 
and Arthur, 8l. Delegute Connwel), of Penn 
Yan, who wasexceedingly noisy for Blainein the 
front row, demanded a poll, and the clerk, 
when he called the roll, after the Chairman 
had ordered the poll of the State, again 
bungled in his effort to get the name 
of John A. King, the delegate from the First 
District. ‘ihe Edmunds band stood firm. It was 
made up of Messrs. Koosevelt, White, Gilbert, 
and Packard, the delegates at large; Curtis, 
King, Hobbs, Andrew D. Baird, who kept faith 
as he promised to do; Pease, Odell, Burritt, 
and Wadsworth. Alabama Claim Commission 
B. Platt Carpenter and Hamilton Fish, 
Jr., go to Arthur, ulong with “ Wheel-hor:e” 
Dutcher and the * boys.” Delegate Day, of the 
Fourth District, who had been fretting contin- 
nally because the losing fight was not brought 
sooner to a ciose, displayed his ignorance of bis 
candidate’s name by voting tor Chester F. 
Arthur. Some excitement was created by 
Mr. Burleigh, wiao had found ex-Senator 
Spencer sitting in the Alabama delegation, 
and had induced an Alabama delegate to call 
tor his ejection jest he should do some mischief 
for Director Elkins. Ex-Attorney-Generai lKus- 
sell was annoyed when the stupid clerk tor the 
fourth time calied him Leslie W. Proctor, al- 
though the roil bad been distinctly corrected 
trom the floor during the past day’s proceedings, 
Mr. Platt was cheered and hissed when he voted 
for Blaine, and Mr. Warner was applauded 
when he was ai-covered to be the Lin- 
coln man in the New-York delegation. 
The roli-call showed that the resultas announced 
by Mr. Curtis was correct. Biaine gained | vote 
in North Carolina at Arthur’s expense, acd 2 in 
VUhio at the expene of Sherman. This chanze 
was heartily cheered. Penusyivania stood as.on 
the first ballot, and so did South Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Texas. The solid Blaine 
vote of West Virginia sgain excited 
the Blaine men to shout and wave their 
hats and handkerchiefs. Wisconsin let one of 
her Blaine men go to Edmunds, and the Blaine 
men were silent. There were no further changes, 
and atter a delay and more excitement on the 
tloor, which the Chairman did uot attempt to re- 
strain, the vote was announced as follows: 
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The Blaine vote was announced last, and as 
the declaration, * Blaine, 319," dropped from the 
clerk's lips the cheers that arose were deafen-

THE ROLL’ AGAIN CALLED. * 
i; At length the crowd was exhausted. /“ Call the’ 


:* | roll,” hoarsely ‘ shouted’ Gen. Henderson. The’ 


aisles'were full of’ men. The Arthur “ boys”, 
were passing about packages of white muslin’ 
badges, upon which was printed in large black, 
letters: “ Arthur, if it takes" all Summer.” 


Poor “boys,” the badges were to last 
only a rief part of one Summer’s 
They ony saw the trouble ahead 
while they pinned these little bits of muslin to 
their coats and hurried about to attach them to 
the whole Arthur line. . Roosevelt, in his desper- 
ate effort to turn the tide to Lincoln, bustlea 
back and forth between Massachusetts and New- 
York, went to several broken Western States, 
and conferred with Southern and Eastern men, 
all to little pur . Hecould get a few votes 
for Lincoln in Alabama, but none elsewhere. He 
persuaded some of the Massachusetts men from 
a ot to swing the conventian into line for 
Gen. W. T. Sherman. There was nothing in that, 
and he had the discernment to see it. Dutcher 
looked more cheerful than he felt. He» would 
do anything to beat Blaine. He could do noth- 
ing but wait and go down with his colors. 
Again the roll was called. Again there were 
the scenes of confusion, now grown ex- 
ceedingly tiresome. Alabama, Arkansas, 
Catifornia, Colorado, Connecticut, Dela- 
da, Georgia, and Tilinois 
did on the second ballot. Ex-Gov. 
Long took the Chair for a short time, and while 
he held it the convention wasrun from the Chair 
instead of acting as if there was no Chair- 
man. The white-badged “all-Summer” Ar- 
thur men _ yelled with delight when the 
one Edmunds vote in Indiana was transferred to 
Arthur, but they suffered visible mortification 
when Arthur’s vote in Kansas was wiped out and 
reappeared in Biaine’s column. In Kentucky 
Blaine captured an Arthur man. There 
was no further change until Michigan was 
reached. When two of the Edmunds men 
went to Blaine the shouters shouted as if they 
had never shouted before, their liking for that 
sort of exercise appearing to grow. Ar- 
thur gained an Edmunds vote in Minne- 
sota. It excited’ very feeble applause. It 
could do no good. Arthur gained one vote in 
Missouri, but Blaine gained four, probably Lo- 
ganmen. The howling Thurston, of Nebraska, 
attempted to make a hurrah speech in announc- 
ing that his State cast her 10 votes “solid 
for Blaine,” and was hooted down and 
cut off by the Chair. ‘ At last New-Jer- 
sey found one vote for Arthur, but at the 
same time she increased Biaine’s vote from 9 to 
17 and transferred six yotes from Edmunds to 
Lincoln. New-York cast ber 71 votes—Edmunds 
11, Blaine, 28, Arthur 31. In. North Carolina 
Blaine gained one. Two of John Sherman's votes 
in Ohip go to Blaine, and the delegation was only 
ere ae back by Foraker, who was \oyal to his can- 
didate. The noise and confusion in the aisles wasso 
arent when Pennsylvania was reached that the 
hair called upon the Sergeant-at-arms to clear 
them. Pennsylvania’s vote was announced. The 
report was challenged and the State polled. 
Screams of victory went up when the call was 
ended, for the State gave Blaine 50, while Arthur's 
vote had dwindled to 8. The only Arthur men 
now left in Penneylvania were Bingham, Pollock, 
Laws, Hunter, ‘‘hompson, Ruhl, Magee, and 
Fiynn. Six of them are from Philadeiphia and 
two from Pittsburg. The delegates at large, in- 
cluding the names of Disston and Emory, were 
woeeeee with wild shouts as they cast their 
votes. 

Mr. Dutcher, excited and warm, complained to 
the Chair tbat seats were occupied in the New- 
York delegation by persons who had no rigbt in 
them, and Gen. McCook made the same com- 
piaint. The Chair, listening ina stupefied way, 
did nothing for the relief of the delegates, nor 
did he attempt tu bear down the wild excitement 
without no perceptible cause.that suddenly seized 
upon the Blaine men, impelling to more frenzy of 
cheers. Biaine gained one vote in South Caro- 
lina. Arthur got one from Logan in Tennessee. 
Texas cut Logan’s vote down and gave 
his Joss of one- to. Blaine. The vote 
was chailenged, and the roll call revealed 
nothing of interest exegept the fact that the 
historical Flanagan stuck te Arthur. Arthur 
lost a vote in Virginia, and Blaine got that and 
another from Logan, giving him 4 to Arthur’s 20. 
It was small encouragement to the Arthur men 
that they gained 4 votes trom Edmunds in Wis- 
consin, leaving the Vermont. Senator with only 
one vote in the State. All was excitement again 
while the clerks were making up the report on 
the third ballot... The -Arthur men _ des- 
perately consulted together. Their “ All 
Summer” badges did not appear to have 
done a perfect work. ‘Blaine, of Maine, was 
appropriating Southern de!egutes, and unle:s a 
grand rally was made, all would be lost. A break 
appeared to be imminent. Everybody felt that 
and a thought he must stand up in the 
aisles on chairs, in the way of everybody 
else. There was a horrible report among tue 
Arthur men that James D. Culla:w hud received 
a telegram from Senator Logan directing him to 
request the Logan men to give their votesto 
Blaine. The din was terrific. Clerk Clisbee 
cane forward with the resuit of the 
third ballot. “Down!” “Down!” “Get 
down in front!” The Sergeant-at-arms 
who stood near the Ohio and New-York 
delegations in the very heart of the excitement, 
became conscious of the fact that there was con- 
fu ion, and politely requested two or three mes- 
senger-boys to move aiong, while he overlooked 
the crowd of men who weie the objectsof the 
shouts to eet down.” Judge Robertson gave him- 
seif upto the enthusiasm of the moment. Again 
und again he waved his whiie bat. Even “me 
too” Piatt joined in the play, disreearding 
the ‘Sergeant-at-Arms who stood on the 
stage and heid his gilt-capped mace 
of authority over his head to com- 
mand silence. Clerk Clisbee announced 
the result of the vote as follows: 
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Surpassing all the previous scenes of the 
session was that following the announce- 
ment that Blaine had received 875 votes. 
Up in the air fluttered thousands of hand- 
kerchiefs, waved by delegates who screamed 
asif they would go mad. Some one far down 
the hall stamped on the floor, and in an instant 
ibe cheering and“hand-clapping was supplement- 
ed by a deep thunder roar that: rolled back 
and forth bereath the wide-spreading roof. 
Whistles and cat-calls added to the noise. 
Again Collector Kobertson waved his white 
hat, arid ex-Speaker Sheard stood beside 
him indulging in violent vocal exercises. 
Gen. H , too, who had saved himself, got 
up briskly upon his chair and waved his hand- 
kerchief to the other wavers, and the cheers and 
stamping of feet and the cat-calls rose and fell, 
subsided and broke out again in an increasing 
volume, ' 
A MUTION TO ADJOURN. 

Chairman Henderson’s gavel wasidle. He did 
not see Judge Foraker, whostood ona chair at the 
head of the Ohio delegation. He had been consult-

Roosevelt, | 
forcing the “attention of the © Chairman, 
made the point of order that. the mo- 
tion for a recess was not debatable 
or amendable. . William Walter Phelps, standing 
just behind Mr. Roosevelt, flung his arms about 
and said something~that pleased Stewart.) 
He turned to the.convention and ad- 
dressed it. No* one heard. him at the 
front. Stewart and Roosevelt talked at, each 
other ‘vigorously. To the roaring crowd’ their 
conversation was but dumb show. The mo-, 
tion was put and a viva voce taken. The chair 
decided that the motion was lost, paying 
no attention to Roosevelt’s demand, made before 
the decision that the roll of the States be calied. 
The Chairman was heard to order the call of 
the roll for the fourth ‘ballot, and now a 
strange state of things was seen upon the stage. 
About the Chairman stood Elkins, the Blaine 
captain, Warner Miller, - ex-Senator Chaf- 
fee, Tom Donaldson, the clerks, and oth- 
ers, who were watching him Industriously. 
The poor man’s head was turned. Elkins was 
anxious and evidently determined that no 
small matter should ‘ prevent the Blaine 
men from marching straight to victory 
in the convention. He moved his head to 
the Convention as if to silence its noise. The 
turmoil ceased sufficiently to enable the 
Chairman’s voice .to be heard ordering 
the call of the roll for the fourth 
ballot. Ten hundred voices shouted in 
rotest. Someone roared out: “ The demand 
or a call on the motion to take a recess was not 
seconded,” ‘“ Fair play, fair play.’’ cried Draper 
out of the New-York delegation. * Let us have 
fair play in this convention.” 


The clerk called the State of Alabama. Mr. 
Titus Sheard climbed into a vosition under the 
eye of Manager Elkins and smartly made the 
point of order that as the State of Alabama had 
been called on the fourth ballot, no other busi- 
ness was in order. Elkins stood at the 
clerk’s elbow and urged him to goon. War- 
ner Miller braced the Chairman's back. Dutcher 
insists that Ohio and other States seconded the 
call for a vote by States. The situation was one 
threatening danger, perhaps the withdrawal of 

art of the delegates. Elkins was likely to have 

is way if some one did not interfere. The Chair 
sustained the point of order made by Mr. 
Sheard, and held that the fourth ballot should 
roceed. Gen. Husted made the point of order 
hat the Chair had decided the motion for a re- 
eess lost. Elkins approved of this, and 
so did ex-Senator Spencer, who _ stood 
close behind the Chairman. But just 
then Major McKinley, speaking from the 
Ohio delegation. expressed the hope that no 
friend of James G. Blaine would raise any tech- 
nical objection to taking the vote. The gentle- 
man had the right to ask for a vote on the mo- 
tion, and asa friend of Blaine’s he hoped it would 
be taken. “* Well said,” shouted Mr. Roosevelt. 
The Chairman was allowed by Mr. Elkins and 
the other Blaine men who had usurped the 
powers of the Chair, to accord the rights for 
which Mr. McKinley had pleaded, and the roll 
was called. 

The Blaine tide was now setting in with a rush. 
Gains were made in State after State. Many 
delegations were polled, New-York among the 
number. The vote was announced:

Victory was at hand for the Blaine men, and 
they cheered again and with redoubled en- 
ergy. Roosevelt saw the chance of combi- 
nation slip from him. There was nothing 
to be done but to await the next  bal- 
lot. Judge Foraker, of Ohio, got the attention 
of the Chair, after he had waited for the hubbub 
to cease, and he brought it allon again by mov- 
ing that the rules be suspended in order thut 
the nomination of James G. Blaine might be 
made by acclamation. Mr. Roosevelt stood on his 
chair, and with a dozen others addressed the 
Chair. He demanded the cail of the roll, while 
the crowds of Blaine men about him wanted 
Judge Foraker’s motion adopted. Foraker, see- 
ing that time would be wasted in carrying out 
his proposition, withdrew it. 


THE NOMINATION. 


The Chair ordered the roll to be called, and the 
fourth ballot bagan while the convention was in 
terrible disorder. ‘the Alabama delegates ran 
like sheep to Blaine. He gained six of them, 
and the gain was celebrated with noise indescrib- 
able. So absurd wasit that Mr. J. C. Burrows, of 
Michigan, declared that if it was continued he 
would move that the convention adjourn toa 
hall by itself. Florida’s vote went to Blaine. 
Georgia stuck to Arthur on a poll of the 
delegation. When  LIilmois was reached 
Blaine. wanted only a_ handful of votes 
to: ,be nominated. -Senator Cullom rose 
with a. telegram in his hand. Mr. Gilbert, 
Mr. Roosevelt, and others objected. Mr. Bur- 
rows, whose strong voice served him in good 
stexd, made the point of order that it was not in 
order to read the dispatch. * Right!” ‘* Rol- 
call!” “Goon!” was shouted by a hundred dele- 
ora Cullom desisted, but he cast 34 votes for 

laine and be had a majority. 

Oxuce more the hall trembled with the cheering 
anu the pounding of teet. Burrows rushed up 
through the reporters’ chairs and demanded of 
the Chairman: “ Stop this —— —— nonsense; use 
the gavel; pound away; stop this infernal 
racket!” The Chairman feebly tried to stop 
it and Jndiana voted her 30 delegates; for Blaine. 
Mr. Dutcher stopped to drink a glass of conven- 
tion lemonade as the convention cheered In- 
diana. Kentucky was polled, and ‘‘ommis- 
sioner Evans announced that he still voted 
for Chester A. Arthur. The sun _ had 
come out brightly and was shining in 
broad bands across the hail, slanting from the 
high clere-story windows down upon the thou- 
sunds of faces and upon the decorated galleries. 
The crowd inside bad been sending up cheer after 
cheer. When Louisiana was reached ex-Senator 
Kellogg made good the instructions he had 
given for months, that the delegates from 
his *tate wou'd go to Blaine. He voted 
for the Piumed Knignt on a poll of the State, 
and ¢:o did his colleague, Morey. Again New- 
York was polled upon the demand of John D. 
Tawson. The vote stood 31 for Arthur, 29 for 
Biaine, 9 for Edmunds, 2 for Hawley, and 1 for 
Lincoln. Wheelhorse Dutcher and “the boys” 
went down with their tlags fying and put away 
their “ all-Su:nmer” badges for a more auspici- 
ous occasion. 

Jude Foraker, when Ohio was reached,created 
an intense excitement by a brief speech. He 
suid that he had trom the first supported 
John Sherman, but would now withdraw 
his name and cast for James G. Blaine 
the 46 votes of the State of Ohio. In Ten- 
nessce.when it was polled, Delegates Watson and 
McEiwee, who, with Delegate Pruitt, from the 
same State, applied to “ Al Daggett” for $600 to 
assist them in standing by Arthur, went 
over to Blaine, and earned a title to 
assistanve by Manager Elkins. ‘* What are we 
here for?” Flanagan, of Texas,stuck to Arthur 
to the last. The clerks peace their report. 
The convention went mad avain with cheerinz, 
and returned to a condition of sanity to hear it 
read. It was as follows: 
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sic. The Kansas delegates paraded the crowded 


aisles with a banner, re pee a portrait of Blaine; 


and a promise of 75,000 majority for him for 
President, and at last landed it on the stage. The 
Colorado delegates carried about the great le 
swathed in flags which they had carried over the 
mountains to the convention. 


AFTER THE NOMINATION, 

An excited throng clustered about the Chair« 
man’s desk, Senator Warner Miller loomed up 
behind the Chairman. Congressman Henry G. 
Burleigh, of New-York, took his position beside 
the New-York Senatorand waited for the Chair- 


man to quell the tumult. When it had somewhat 


subsided, the Chairman, whose voice was so 
hoarse that he could hardly be heard, nodded at 
Secretary McPherson. That gentleman in- 
quired, “ Shall the nomination be now made 
unanimous?” The boom of a gun sound. 
ed in the distance. Congressman Burleiecno 
immediately stepped forward, and the audience 
grew silent. “In behalf of President Arthur 
aad at his request,” said Mr. Burleigh, “ I move 
to make the nomination of James G. Blaine, of 
Maine, unanimous, I promise for the friends of 
Mr. Arthur, who always remain loyal to the 
ticket, [applause,] that James G. Blaine wiil re- 
c eive 20,000 majority in Northern New-York. We 
will show you im November next that New: 
York is a Republican State. We elected Gar. 
field and we w ill elect James G. Blaine, of, Maine.” 
[Applause.] 

Then the hubbub began again, and above it all 
could be heard cries for a speech from George 
William Curtis. Congressman McKinley, of 
Ohio, pushed his way through the crowd in the 
aisles and reached the row of seats occupied by 
Mr. Curtis and Theodore’ Roosevelt. He 
first addressed himself to . Mr. Roosevelt 
and asked him to make a speech, Mr. 
Roosevelt . plumply declined. Then Mr. 
McKinley urged George William Curtis to re- 
spond. Mr. Curtis shook his head, and those wha 
were watching his face knew that it was in sor- 
row and not in anger that he declined to say 
aught against the nomination or anything in its 
behalf. Senator D. M. Sabin, of Minnesota, got 
the eye of the Chairman, and ina brief speeck 
seconded the nomination. Of course, he was 
cheered and applauded. He said: 


Mr, CHAIRMAN: Four years ago, in this very hall and 
as a delegate to the National Republican Convention, I 
was opposed to Chester A. Arthur and to the. ele- 
ments with which he then associated. Since then he 
has been called, under the most trying circumstance: 
to fill the first place in the gift of the people o 
this country. So well, so nobly, so faithiuily, hag 
he fulfille this trust, and so happily has 
he disuppointed not only those of his opp nents, but 
his friends, so fully bas he filled the position of the 
scholar and the gentleman, that be is possessed of that 
great good common sense which hus made his Admin- 
istration a@ great and pronounced success. that hé« 
has grown upon me until to-day I honor and re. 
vere Chester A. Arthur. (Applause.} As a friend of 
his, Ino less honor and revere that prince of geatle- 
men, tbat scholar. that gifted statesman, James G. 
Bluine, whose nomination it affords me the greatest 

leasure to second, with the prediction that his name 

fore this country in November will produce that 
same spontaneous enthusiasm which will make him 
President of the United States on the 4th of March 
next. [Loud and prolonged upplause.] 


Senator Plumb, of Kansas, suggested that as 
the convention was in good humor it should go 
on and complete the nominations. There were 
cries of ‘‘ No,” “ No,” * Recess,” ** Recess,” and 
the Senator proceeded to second the nomination; 
concluding with the hope that there would not 
be a dissenting vote. Again there was a boister- 
ous demonstration, which was with difficulty 
suppressed, even when Secretary McPherson 
came to the front of the platform and waved 
a telegraph dispatch over his head. “ From the 
President,” shouted he, and curiosity once awak- 
ened. something like quiet was again restored. 
Then he read its words, after first announcing 
that they had just been sent by President Arthur 
to Mr. Blaine at his home at Augusta.

FATS SEED 
LOGAN FOR VICE-PRESIDENT. 

EVENING AND LAST SESSION OF THE 
CONVENTION A TAME AFFAIR—NO OP- 
POSITION TO LOGAN—THE ADJOURN- 
MENT. 

From a Staff Correspondent of the Times. 

CHIcAGO, June 6.—There was no such 
crowd in the convention building in the evening 
as had attended ail the previous sessions. Empty 
spaces were visible in the end gallery. The en- 
thusiasm, which had been so marked a feature of 
the day’s proceedings, was spent, and the dele- 
gutes and audience once more acted like rational 
beings. It had got around that John A. Logag 
was to be nominated for the Vice-Presidency. 
A telegram from him to the effect that he was in 
the hands of his friends had been exhibited, and 
his friends were present in force. 

The split in the District of Columbia delega: 
tion was the first thing to claim the convention’s 
attention. It was indeed forced upon the con- 
vention by the irrepressible Conger, who de- 
manded to know whether his colored colleague, 
Perry H. Carson, the coachman who dreve 
Guiteau between the jailand his place of trial, 
appeared on the roil as the member of the 
National Committee from the District. The 
Chairman said it was, and that Mr. Conger’s 
alternate had voted in favor of the selection of 
Mr. Carson. Mr. Conger was disposed to hold an ar- 
gument with the Chairman, but the latter rapped 
him down. “Is the voice of the District o 
Columbia to -be stifled in this way?” demanded 
Conger. ‘“ The Chair wishes he could so dispose 
of it,” exclaimed the despairing Chairman. This, 
the only exhibdition of brightness from the vicin- 
ity of the presiding officer’s desk, caused peals of 
laughter, in which Conger himself had to join. 
Mr, Carson's namo was on the roil to remain, and 
the convention, after an opening prayer by the 
Rev. Mr. Riley, of Detroit, agaia brushed the im- 
portunate Conger aside and proceeded to nomi- 
nate a Vice-President.

In looking over the entire country, the 
speaker said, he could tind no name more suit- 
able and worthy to fill out the ticket nominated 
to-day than thé greut stutesman and General 
from Illinois. In his opinion no other name 
ought to be presented, for he filied the 
billcompletely, aud was satisfactory to Republic- 
ans in every part of the country. G. M. Thurston, 
of. Nebraska, followed with another briel trib- 
ute to Logan, and G. A. Lee, of Pennsylvania, 
and. Roswell G. Horr. of Michigan, added a 
word in the same strain. The presentation 
closed with a ringiug svcech from a North Caro- 
lina colored deegate, named John C. Dancey, 
who predicted that Blaine and Logan would carry 
the old North State by 5,00 majority. 

A motion was then made and carried by an 
overwhelming majority that the rules be sus- 
pended and John A. Lovan nominated by accla- 
mation. But tne Chair decided that usa two- 
thirds vote was required to suspend the rules, 
and as the Chair was in doubt, the roll- 
cali of States must proceed. By this time 
the impetus toward Logan had gathered so 
much force that it was deemed useless to attempt 
to direct it in another direction, and uiter listen- 
ing to more eulogies by W. VU, Bradley. of Ken- 
tucky; Samuel Lee, of South Carolina; the Hon. 
J. H. Pettibone, of Tennessee, who indorsed 
“ Black Jack Logan” in the nume of three-juar- 
ters of a million soldiers who went to the front, 
and the Hon. F. U. Morey, of Louisiana, who said 
that Logan was the “ grand deveiopment of 
heroism and courazeous sentiment of the Missis- 
sippi Vuliey,”’ a delegate suggested that the con- 
vention hud listencd to enough eulogiums upon 
Gen. Logan, aud that it had vetter nominate him 
by acclamation and go to bed andleave the rest 
of the eul. gists to print their speeches in the 
newspapers. 

Frank 5. Btair, ot Virginia, and Gen. Robinson, 
of Pennsylvania, brougbt the speech-making to 
a close by moving a second timv that the rules be 
suspended and Gen. Logan be nominated by ac- 
clamation. The motion was again carried, with 
scarcely a eyes voice, and this time the Chair 
acquiesced and declared John A. Logan to be the 
nominee of the conveution for Vice-President 
of the United States. The announcement was 
greeted with repeated cheers, clupping of hands, 
stamping of ieet, und waving of handkerchiefs. 
_ The spectators then began to leave the hall in 
large numbers, and amid the confusion Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, of Ohio, moved the appointment, by the 
Chuir, of a committee, of which the President of 
the convention should be Chairman, to mform 
the candidates of their nomination. At this 
juncture it occurred to the dull comprehension 
of Chairman Henderson that Gen. Logan had 
not been formally nominated "in the man- 
ner contemplated by the rules, and he 
therefore ordered a catl of the roll of 
States to receive the votes for the candidate. 
The resuit wos a unanimous vote for John A. 
Logan, with the exception of New-York, which 
cast 1 vote for Foraker, 6 tor Gresham, and 60 
for Logan; Massachusetts, which first gave 
Logan 9 votes and Fai:ichild, of Wisconsin, 3, 
was roundly hissed, and finally cast the whole 
12 for Logan, and Connecticut, which gave Logan 
only 5o0f its 12 votes, and oifered no apology for 
its cource. The whoie number of votes recorded 
for Logan was 779. A motion to make the nom- 
ination unanimous was carried, and the conven- 
tion, at 10:55 P. M., adjourned sine die, while the 
roar of cannon wus booming the Blaine and 
Logan ticket over the prairies and across Lake 
Michigan. A large part of the audience remained 
inthe ball after the adjournment to listen toa 
speech from Emory A. Storrs in praise of the 
work of the conventivn and the ticket nomin- 
ated.

CxicaGco, June 6.—The Blaine and Logan 
yell drowns all other sounds in Chicago to-night 
and only the most thoughtful give even a mo- 
ment’s refiection to the result of the convention.

A merry party of Massachusetts 
delegates dined at one ot the tables in the Leland 
House, and drank the health of the head of the 
ticket in bumpers of champagne. Messrs. An- 
drew ©, Stone, Frank &, Stevens, Henry 8. Hyde. 
John T. Andrew, and Jesse L. Gove were among 
the number. Besides toasting Mr. Blaine, they 
toasted Mr. Gove, as the original Massachusetts 
man. Massachusetts, seg | re-echoed in chorus, 
will give from 10,000 to 20,000 fur Blaine. “If 
she does not,” said one gentleman, “T’ll give 
you one of the best dinners of the season, to be 
eaten in any place you may name.” “* What have 
we come out here for—for Ciayton’s scalp?” 
laughingly asked one of them of ex-Gov. Long, 
of Massachusetts. *‘* Yes, we’ve got it, and we've 
left our own,” was the ready reply. 

In conversation with the correspondents ex- 
Gov. Long said that everybody in Mussachusetts 
would cordially take hold and support the ticket, 
for nobody wanted to see a Democratic President 
elected. 

_The independent Mr. Frederick S. Holls, ot 
New-York, said: “ Oh, we'll goin and support 
the ticket heartily.””_ lt may be doubted whether 
the independents of New-York are as well repre- 
sented in Chicago as they suppored they were. 

While there were no signs of open rivalry or 
unwillineness to support the ticket manifested 
among the anti-Biaine delegates, there was ap- 
parently a feeling of bitterness. ag much over the 
choice of the convention as over the defeat of 
any particular candidate.

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR COMPOSED AND GEN. 
LOGAN CHEERFUL AND CONFIDENT. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 6.—That James 
G. Blaine bas a very large number of earnest 
friends in Washington is beyond question, yet 
the announcement of his success at the Na- 
tional Convention was received with a marked 
There were, of 
course, numerous shouts and cheers at each 
place where bulletins were posted, but the 
applause was not renewed a second time, and 
there were few exhibitions of such uproarious 
hilarity as the Blaine men seem to have indulged 
in at Chicago. It was long after 2 o'clock this 
morning before the results of last night’s session 
were known here, but at that hour a large crowd 
was eagerly looking for news. Before the hour 
for the convention to meet to-day many 
hundreds of persons gathered at the different 
places where bulletins were displayed, and they 
have not yet gone home. 

At the White House all was bustle and excite- 
ment during the afternoon. The President's 
private wire was idle scarcely a moment, and by 
it Mr. Arthur was kept as well informed of the 
progress of the struggle as if he had been sitting 
in the convention hall. Secretaries Chandler and 
Lincoln, and Chief-Justice Drake, of the Court 
of Claims, were with him most of the time, and 
all of the Cabinet officers who are in town 
shouk hands with him during the day. All 
paid the closest attention to the details of 


the balloting which were reccived from moment 
tomoment. The total of the first ballot was re- 
ceived by Mr. Arthur with a heavy frown, for he 
had expected alarger vote. Aiterward, when it 
became apparent that he could not increase bis 
vote, the President preservedan even temper 
and yielded to the inevitable with better grace 
than muny persons had expected. When the 
final result was announced he dictated the fol- 
lowing dispatch; 

Tothe Hon. James G. Blaine, Vaine: 

As the candidate of the Republican Party you will 
have my eurnest und cordial! support. 

CHESTER A. ARTHUR. 

The President then ordered his carriage and 
disappeared from the White House. To-night 
he is at home only to his immediate friends, and 
efforts to guin from him an expression of opinion 
on the nomination of Blaine have not been suc- 
cessful. He is reported, however, as having said 
to a friend that his telegram to the Maine states- 
man was sent in good faith. 

Senator Edmunds returned from Virginia in 
time to attend the brief session of the Senate to- 
day. Anadjournment was taken when the bal- 
loting began at Chicago, and Mr. Edmunds took 
refuge in the Vice-President’s room, where he 
read scores of private telegrams and bulletins. 
Long before the fourth ballot was taken, how- 
ever, Mr. Edmunds, who had learned that a dark 
hor e wa. out of the question, left the Capitol 
and went home. 

Senutor Sherman worea very sober counte- 
nance when he reached the Capitol], and it had 
tuken on no more pleased expression when he 
went home. After he had heard the news from 
Chiec:go, like the Pris dent, Mr. Sherman went 
out fora drive, and was on his return unwilling 
to say for publication what he thought of 
Blaine's nomination, further than that he was a 
Republican, and of course expected to support 
theticket. He received his dispatches in the 
Library Committee room, where he was free 
from impertinent visitors. 

Senator Hawley was the only Presidential can- 
didate who did not keep out of sight. He sat 
among a group of Democrats in the Senate 
Chamber and read to them the bulletins he re- 
ceived, chatting and joking during the intervals 
in the most unconcerned manner, Like Messrs. 
Edmunds and Sherman, he left for home as soon 
as it was evident that Blaine was too far ahead 
to be overtaken. 

Senator Logan, who claims the credit of hav- 
ing secured Biaine’s nomination, spent the day 
at his boarding-house on Twelfth-street, receiv- 
ing and sending many telegrams. He was not 
surprised at the result of the contest, and kepta 
Close tally of the. voting, waiting for the rignt 
moment to turn his forces over to the man from 
Maine. When that moment came the decisive 
mes age was sent, as follows: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6, 1884. 
The Hon. S. M. Cullom and luinois Delegation, Conven- 
tion Hall, Chicago : 

The Republicans of the States that must be relied 
upon to elect the President having so stron’ly shown a 
preference for Mr. Biainc,1 deem it my duty not to 
stand in the way of the people's choice, and recommend 
wy friends to assist in his nowination.

At the same time Gen. Logan hurried off a tel- 
egram to Augcusta hailing the ex-Secretary of 
State as the next President. Gen. Logan said 
to-night that he considered Mr. Blaine an excep- 
tionaily strong candidate, and he saw no earthiy 
reason why he couid not be elected. 

Secretary Lincoln, who read the bulletins at 
the White House, was the only member of the 
Administration who bad anything to say about 
the nomination. He would, be sa da, very cheer- 
fully support the ticket with Biaine at its head. 
Secretary Gresham pleaded to be excused from 
saying anything because he was very busy. The 
disinclination of prominent leaders here to 
talk about Blaine’s chances is a significant 
example of the manner in which the work of the 
convention has been received among thoughtful 
Republicans. It is felt that the party has been 
given something very like a white clephant, and 
even among Biaine’s warmest admirers there ap- 
pears to be not a little apprehension that, h~ vin 
won the nomination, they have now a muc 
harder task before them to secure the election. 

The selection of Gen. Logan as Biaine’s com- 
— on the Republican ticket was announced 

ere a little after 10 o'clock to-night. It was 
greeted with much more hearty and prolonged 
applause than was heard when Blaine was 
pamed,and a moment after the bulletin was 
posted up at the main telegraph office the crowd 
as if by a common impulse started on a 
run for Logan's residence, not far away. 
The street in front of the house was blocked 
with several hundred persons, who cheered and 
yelled for Logan until the candidate appeared in 
the doorway. He waited until the cheering 
ceased, and then made a one-minute s h of 
thanks to his friends for their good wishes, He 
spoke in so low a voice that be could not be 
heard 20 feet away. Mrs. Logan hurried 
down from her rooms on the second floor, 
and as her husband finished his speech 
the two stepped into the parlor and began an 
informal reception that tasted until every body 
in the throng had shuken them by the hand. 

Early in the evening before the convertion had 
voted for Vice-President, Gen. Logan was asked 
who he thought would be given that place. He 
replied that he knew nothing about that part of 
the convention's work, but he presumed no man 
who would weaken the ticket would be named. 

About the time the second ballot wus pone | 
taken at Chicago the House adjourned for wau 
of aquorum and the doors of the hall were 
thrown open to the public. In a few minutcs 
every seat was filled either by members or Visit- 
ors, and the reading clerk announced the West- 
ern Unjon bulletins to the crowd.

The self-appointed Chairman, pointing toward 
Mr. Holman's empty seat, said: ** The Chair hears 
no objection; let the vauits of the Treasury be 
opeued.” 

When the uproarious applause subsided the 
Chairman said he hoped that Mr. J. R. Lynch

The fun went onfor an 
hcur, with occasional interruptions when bul- 
letins were announced, The Republicans did not 
applaud any of the bulletins, which showed 
steady gains for Blaine, until after the fourth 
ballot began.

The Blaine 
canvass has trom the beginning been sponta- 
neous. It is undoubtedly the fact that Mr. Blaine 
did not expect to be a candidate before the con- 
vention, until within the last few weeks. He 
has steadily persisted in deelining to make sug- 
gestions with reference to the canvass, and it bas 
run itself without any planning or plottingon 
his part or on the part of many of his oldest and 
most intimate friends. I saw bim at the railway 
station the day he left Washington, last Monday, 
and said to him that I hoped he would prepare 
at Augusta to receive intelligence of his nomina- 
tion. He then said that 1 was mistaken, that 
such would not be the result, a combination 
would be made against him.” 

Senator Cameron, of Wisconsin, said: ‘* Mr. 
Biaine is without doubt the preference of a ma- 
sority of the Républicans. I am astrong per- 
sonal admirer of Gen. Logan, and should have 
been glad to see him nominated, but I am pleased 
with the result as it is, and have not a douvt of 
the success of the ticket.” 

Senator Dawes was found in the committee 
room on Indian Affairs. He said: **The attach- 
ment of Massachusetts to the cause is yore 
than her attachment to any man. She will sup- 
port the nominee heartily.” 

Senator Ingalissaid that he was well pleased 
with the nomination.

Senator George said that if the Republicans 
were to elect a President this time (which he 
hoped and believed they would not) he preferred 
Mr. Blaine to all the other candidates who had 
been named.

RECEIVING THE NEWS HERE. 
LITTLE ENTHUSIASM MANIFESTED AT THE 
NOMINATION. 


Very soon after noon people began to 
flock about the bulletin-boards of the various 
newspapers, awaiting the announcement of the 
result of the first ballot by the convention. At 
lo’clock, when the news of Alabama’s vote was 
first posted, large crowds were standing patiently 
beneath the warm rays of the sun in front of 
Tar Times, Tribune, and Herald offices. Park- 
row was filled witha steadily moving throng, 
which roamed back and forth from one office to 
another, comparing bulletins and copying the 
figures of the votes. The Franklin statue in 
Printing-house-square was surrounded by men 


and boys, andthe horse cars and heavy trucks 
which crossed the square found great difficulty 
in picking their way through the throng with- 
out injuring somebody. Newsboys and news- 
girls flitted rapidly up and down the street. sell- 
ing “extras” almost as fastas they could deal 
them out, and these little laborers reaped a rich 
reward from the anxiety to hear the latest news 
which was manifested on all sides, 

Notwithstanding the large number of persons 
congregated around the bulletins, however, 
there was not nearly so much excitement as 
characterized the receipt of the different ballots 
four yearsago. There was no attempt at cheer- 
ing when the first figures were placed on the 
boards showing that Blaine had received 382% 
and Arthur 278 votes onthe first ballot. There 
was nothing to encourage much enthusiasm in 
the Biaine men, who had confidently figured 
on a much larger number of votes to start with, 
and the followers ot President Arthur were dis- 
posed to give up the fight as soon as his opening 
record was announced.: The announcement of 
the second ballot caused a little trickling en- 
thusiasm onthe part of the Blaine men, whose 

rincipal head-quarters was around the Frank- 
in statue. 

** That settles Arthur, "fremarked’a gray-haired 
oldman. ‘If he can’t hold his men together on 
the second ballot there’Jl be a terrible break 
among them soon. The boys will ‘knife’ him 
sure.’ 

The Blaine men stood patiently in the scorch- 
ing sun untilthe third ballot was announced, 
giving their candidate 375 votes to but 275 for 
Arthur, and then they broke out into a cheer. 
It was very evident to everybody atthis time 
that nothing couldstop the onward march of 
Blaine, and the posting of a bulletin stating that 
Logan’s 40 votes trom Illinois would be trans- 
ferred to the Blaine faction on the fourth ballot 
aroused the enthusiasm to fever height. Then 
came the announcement of the motion to ad- 
journ until evening, anda dead silence fell on the 
crowd. Inafew minutes the loss of this motion 
by a vote of 355 to 455 was posted,and as this 
was looked upon as practically a test of Blaine’s 
strength on the fourth ballot, his followers 
howled themselves hoarse over it. At 4:30 
o’clock the nomination of Blaine was generally 
bulletined. The crowd received the news with 
cheers, yells, and the waving of hats, and then 
most of the men drifted away. 

“That settles the Republican Party,” ‘“‘ The 
Democrats will have a clean wal!k-over,” and 
* The convention has gone wild,” are specimens 
of some of the comments with which the steady 

ains of Blaine were received after the first bal- 
ot. ‘““Where are the business men?” shouted a 
stentorian voice as the placard announcing the 
nomination went up. “ They are standing firm !” 
was the answer which came from the crowd, and 
then there was a loud roar of laughter. Among 
the Independent Republicans, of whom a few 
lingered around the bulletin-boards, but little 
was said, but they bore good-humoredly the 
shafts of fun poked at them by Mr. Blaine’s ad- 
herents. Taken altogether, the reception of the 
news from the convention was very tame and 
certainly gave no indication of the awakening of 
that enthusiasm which will be required to carry 
the candidate on to victory in this State. 

Among the business men in Wall-street and 
vicinity kecn interest was manifested in the 
balloting at Chicago. Wherever a bulletin was 
displayed there was certain to be an eager group 
ot men and boys. The proceedings of the con- 
vention were seut over the “ tapes” as fast as 
they could be obtained by the down-town news 
agencies, and each office that possessed a 
“ ticker’? was crowded throughout the after- 
noon. Business was interfered with, to a 
certain extent, by the ali-absorbing topic. 
Some of the brokers who have private 
wires from New-York to Chicago received 
the news from 10 to 20 minutes earlier 
than the news agencies. About 4:30 o’clock P. 
M. the report that Blaine had been nominated 
spread through “ the, Street” with the rapidity 
of the wind. On the part of many persons there 
was a disposition to discredit the report at first. 
Then a feeling of surprise and disappointment 
was clearly manifest. Men who have large 
moneyed interests at'stake were loth to believe 
that the Republican Party bad chosen Mr. Blaine 
as its standard-bearer. Business men who are 
naturally conservative said that they couid not 
teel any confidence in Mr. Blafne’s restless, ag- 
gressive disposition. Certainly the Republican 
nomination for President was not enthusiastic- 
ally received in Wall-street.

THE BROKERS EXPRESS THEIR DISSATIS- 
FACTION FREELY. 

it was hard for anybody who ever 
visited the Fifth-Avenue Hotel on a similar oc- 
casion in the past and saw it last night to realize 
that a Republican National Convention had 
closed its business yesterday and nominated a 
Prosidential ticket. Fewer people of any kind 
assembled there than might have been en- 
countered by the visitor any evening during the 
past week, while not a person of any prominence 


in political affairs was to be found in the halls or 
public rooms of the building. The Republican 
element might be said to have conspic- 
aaa § absent, but its thin representation dis- 
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funcral rather than a@ occasion of rejoicing 
and, where once was heard the enthusiasm of 
eagerness for a courted contest no word 
but one of indiffeeence was spoken. Noth- 
ing like the scene of last night has ever 
been witnessed in the hotel on the night after a 
convention, State or national, since it first be. 
came the resort of politicigns ou such occasions. 
Among the limited number of Republicans foung 
talking together the sentiment regarding the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine was one of disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction as a ruic, although it 
cannot be said that expressions indicative of a 
downright “ bolting’ were prevalent, but thery 
were some to be heard here and there. 

The scene at the Windsor was iz marked con- 
trast to that uc the Fifth-Avenue Hotei. The 
brokers and operators were out in fur force, 
and the halls end corridors were as crowded 
as during the nignts of the recent panic, 
The sole topic of couversation was the nomina- 
tion at Chicago, and there was scarcely a voice 
heard in approva: of the seiection made. fome Lie- 
publicans who swallowed the dose with wry faces 
were disposed to hope for the best, but in the 
main the feeling was one of unmitigated dis- 
gust. One operator said that he regarded Blaine 
asa synonym for Jay Gould, and that the con- 
vention might as well have put Gould up as 
Blaine. The latter, he said, was the Washington 
man in all ot Gould’s schemes.

GEN. JAMES WATSON WEBB DYING. 

In 1878 Gen. James Watson Webb had an 
attack of intlammation of the bladder which 
threatened to prove serious, but his hardy con- 
stitution pulled him through and he, to all ap- 
pearances, regained his former good health. 
Since then he has stéadily failed, though so grad- 
ually as to escape the notice of his family. About 
two weeks ago he began to complain and was 
confinea to his bed. Dr. Thomas Markoe, his 
family physician, was called in,and an examination 
showed that his ailment was the return of his old 


complaint. There was no cause for serious aiarm, 
however, until Tuesday, when he grew rapidly 
worse. On Wednesday he recovered somewhat, 
but on Thursday he began to failazain. During 
the night he rallied, and at 6:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning Dr. Markoe left the house, telling the 
family that the General would recover. During 
the day his condition grew worse, and about 6 
o'clock in the evening the physician was hurriedly 
summoned. He told the family that Gen. Webb 
might probably live not longer than five or six 
hours. Telegrams were at once sent to his son, 
Gen. Alexander 8. Webb, President of the Col- 
lege of the City of New-York, and Col. Robert 8. 
Webb, of No. 45 Lafayette-piace, both of whom 
immediately hurried to the house. Dispatcheg 
were sent also to Lewis Webb, the artist, and 
Dr. W. 8. Webb, the banker, who are in Burling- 
ton, Vt., and to Mrs. Col. Benton, of oe ngfield. 
The other members of the family, H. Walter 
Webb, of Webb & Co., at No. 37_Wall-street; 
Craighton Webb, the lawyer, and Frank Webb, 
the youngest son, have been with the General 
during his illness. At 11 o’clock last night he 
was resting easily, and suffered but little pain. 
He was conscious during the evening, and his 
mind was perfectly clear. When told of the 
nomination of Blaine for the Presidency, he said 
in a distinct voice, “Thank God!” Dr. Markoe 
said: “He is sinking gradually, and may pas: 
away within five or six hours. He has strong 
vitality, and may pull through the next twenty- 
four hours; but there is no chance for his re- 
covery.”

INTERNATIONAL PRINTERS’ UNION. 
New-ORLeEans, June 6.—The Interna- 
tional Typographical Union adjourned to-day 
after a five days’ session. They made very tew 
changes in their engineering rules, and those 
made were of a conservative character. Mark L. 
Crawford, of Chicago, retiring President of the 
union, was unanimously elected chief organizer 
of the body, with a salary of $1,500 a year and 
traveling expenses. His duty is to visit the 
various States, to supervise the State deputies.

FOUR FAVORITES BEATEN | 


THE SECOND EXTRA DAY AT JE-

INVESTIGATING THE PURCHASE OF A SITE 
FOR BROOKLYN'S FEDERAL BUILDING, 
The Congressional Sub-committee on 

Public Buildings and Grounds, composed of 8, 

M. Stockslager, of Indiana; James H. Hopkins, 

of Pennsylvania, and E. Breitung, of Michigan, 

met yesterday morning in the rooms of the 

United States District Attorney, on Montague- 

street, Brooklyn, for the purpose of taking tes- 

timony relative to the circumstances un- 
der which the site for a Federal build- 
ing in that city was selected. The com- 
mittee is to make its report within 10 duys. 

The investigation was called forth by a charge 

that Mr. Herman Liebman, who purchased all 

the property included.in the site, so that the 
transfer might be made to the Government in 
one name, corruptly conspired with a real estate 


ring, and impliedly with some Federal.officers, to 
force a price for the land greatly in excess of its 
real value. tr. Hopkins call the committee 
to order and Gordon L. Ford took the stand as 
the first witness. He was opposed to the present 
site on Washington-strect, but did not think 
the price paid by the Government—$480,000—un- 
reasonable. He had formerly owned a portion 
of the property, and he knew its value. He 
thought the best sidé for the Federal building 
would be where the Mechanics’ Bank now 
stands, corner pf Court and Montague streets, 
but that site would probably have cost a million 
dollars. He had heard of no collusion or even 
an intimation of collusion. Mr. John Truslow, 
President of the Board of Assessors, re- 
peated in substance the testimony he had 
already given before the full committee in 
Washington. The site, in his opinion, was 
not the t that could have been selected, but 
he could not state that any site could be bought 
for less and be equally suitable. The general 
tenor of opinion was that the site was not the 
best. He knew of no collusion and had not 
heard of “44 A number of persons were ex- 
amined who had sold portions of the site to Mr. 
Liebman. All witnesses testified that the tran- 
ractions between Mr. Liebman and themselves 
bad been of a bona fide character, and that the 
sum mentioned in each case as the consideration 
passed for a sale was the actual sum paid and 
received; The committee will resume the hear- 
ing to-day.

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SUIT TO RECOVER A LOAN. 


A DEMAND AGAINST THE MEXICAN NATION- 
AL CONSTRUCTION COMPANY. 

Adolph Oppenheimer has begun a suit 
in the Supreme Court against The Mexican Na- 
tional Construction Company, and, through his 
counsel, John E. Parsons, has procured from 
Judge Donohue an attachment against its prop- 
erty. He seeks to recover $97,500, on the ground 
that the defendant corporation has failed to keep 
the agreement under which he and others sub- 
scribed to a two-million-dollar loan for its ben- 
efit. This loan, he says, was to have been repaid 
with 9 per cent. interest by Sept. 15, 1884, and, in 
the meantime, was to have been secured by 
$3,000,000 Mexican National Railway Company’s 
bonds, not Jess than $1,000,000 Mexican National 
Equipment trust certificates, $2,000,000 Mex- 


ican National subsidy certificates, and 
$4,000,000 of stock of the Mexican Na- 
tional Railway Company, placed in the 
hands of a Trustee, who should have full 
control of the collaterals, and who should issue 
certificates of interest in the loan to the several 
subscribers. Mr. Oppenheimer asserts that the 
defendant company notified him in February 
that a certificate of his interest would be issued 
to him in accordance with a new instrument, 
called a collateral trust indenture, by which the 
Trustee was deprived of power to collect the 
interest on the securities or to collect the 
subsidy, and provision was made for a possible 
extension of the loan; that he protested against 
the change, but his protest was disregarded, and 
the defend int company has collect the incre- 
ment of the securities. As he says he cannot get 
the certificates he expected he sues to recover 
his own contribution to the loan—$65,000—and 
also $32,500 contributed by Kuhn, eb & Co., 
who protested like him, and who have assigned 
their claim to him.

A CASE FOR DETECTIVE WORE. 

About 7 o’clock yesterday morning a 
boy on a Hunter's Point ferry-boat saw the body 
of a man floating up the East River with the tide. 
The Captain of the propeller Mayflower, which 
was moored at Pier No. 33, was notified, and a 
deck-hand named Creighton started in a boat for 
the body, accompanied by Policeman Kulle, of 
the Fourth Police Precinct. The remains were 
found to be those of a man about 45 years old, 
of short build, with hair slightly gray and 
an iron-gray mustache. They were clothed in 


black trousers and dark socks, red undershirt, 
and white cotton overshirt. A close inspection 
of the body left no doubt that the man had met 
his death by foul play. Both shirts were badly 
torn, leaving the chest and one arm uncov- 
ered. On the right cheek was a deep gash, 
and the nose was also cut. Three raggel 
wounds were also found on the back of the 
bead, leaving the skull exposed. Under the left 
ear was another cut which extended into the 
neck, severing the jugular vein. The cuts on the 
face looked as though made with some sharp 
instrument, such asa dirk. The body had proba- 
bly been in the water seven or eight days, and 
was badly discolored. There was nothing about 
the remains to give the slightest clue to the 
man’s identity. The only thing found in the 
pockets of the trousers wasa nickel. The body 
wastaken to the Oak-street station, and later 
was removed to the Morgue. The man had evi- 
dently been a laborer—the police think a deck- 
hand on some vessel, when trouble arose and he 
was made away with. Coroner Kennedy has 
charge of the case and will begin an investiga- 
tion to-day.

_ BERNHARDT AND “ MACBETH.” . 
——— 

Paris, May 28.—A little Parisian news- 
paper declares that ‘‘ judged entirely from 
the French point of view the representa- 
tion of Shakespeare’s ‘Machcth’ may be 
written down as a great success.”” I beg 
leave to differ with the author of this re- 
markable statement. Not from a French 
point of view, nor from any other point, 
was the Bernhardt ‘ Macbeth” a “great 
success,’’ and the reporter who prepared 
the article quoted from above, in the next 
morning's newspapers, might have learned 
that no French critic so judged it. ‘‘ Why 
did she?”’ is the question to which no satis- 
factory answer has yet been attempted, ex- 
cept that money matters, going wrong at 
the Porte St. Martin, she felt that some- 
thing sensational must be attempted to re- 
trieve the failing fortunes of the establish- 
ment before she turned over its manage- 
ment to M. Meyer, of London. The ‘Dame 
aux Camelias,” although its title part had 
been played by “our great and loved comé- 
dienne”’ as no one had ever played it be- 
fore, did not realize the great expecta- 
tions which had been based upon its first 
night’s performance. People quickly grew 
tired of it and declined to patronize her. 
Long had “Macbeth” been upon Bern- 
hardt’s mind; she had performed, and 
most marvelously, the “somnambulism 
svene”’ of the grand tragedy at Mlle. Far- 
gueil’s benefit, when even M. Sarcey, the 
caviler, pronounced her to be peerless, 
and so she bethought her of performing 


the entire thing and eclipse the fame of 
all who have phew her on any stage. 

The original intention was to produce M. 
Jules Lacroix’s version, generally conced- 
ed to be the bestof the many translations. 
But M. Jules Lacroix objected; to his 
thinking, the moment was not propitidus, 
aud he would not consent to the play's 
revival at a date when, if the swallows are 
coming, nine-tenths of the patrons of the 
drama are preparing to go from town. 
Sarah waxed exceeding wroth, making 
known her displeasure wrbi et orbi, as is her 
wont, after the fashion of the “ ardent 
natures.” “ Takeaway your ‘ Macbeth,’”’ 
she has seemed to say, ‘“‘ | won’t have your 
‘Macbeth’ at any price, I'll have a 
‘Macbeth’ of my own which I can 
play when and where I choose.” And 
t was the ‘‘Macbeth of my own” 
that tout Paris was _ treated to on 
Wednesday evening and listened to atten- 
tively. sometimes applauding, as some of 
its scenes merited, yet carrying away the 
impression thatif Sarah had been less in 
haste she would have been wise and pru- 
dent. M. Richepin, whe arranged this 
‘* Macbeth,” is a poet, and a good deal of a 
poet. He was sentenced to something se- 
vere—I think he was deprived of his civil 
rights and not allowed to vote—for a vol- 
ume of rhymes some years ago, and has 
written several objectionable novels. M. 
Richepin does not seem to have been quite 
certain of what he meant to accomplish, 
whether he meant to translate literally and 
ip its entirety, or to adapt and abridge, 
and so we have a specimen of both 
methods. In the first place, he cuts down 
to nine tableaus the twenty-five tableaus 
of the original text, and this abbreviation 
isnot made by any fusion or concentra- 
tion; he simply drops scenes, suppresses 
them as though, in his judgment, they are 
supertiuous. For instange, he leaves out 
the assassination of Lady Macduff and her 
sons, and the arrival of King Duncan and 
Banguo at Macbeth’s castle, which last 
the French critics consider of capital im- 
portance, because it explains the guileless- 
ness of the old monarch abandoning him- 
self to the guard of the villain who be- 
comes his murderer. 

The interpretation was fairly good; Ma- 
rais 18 not quite our notion of the Thane 
of Cawdor: such roles as oor in the 
* Danicheff,’’ Pierre Strogoff in the ‘* Cour- 
rier du Czar,” and Armand Duval in the 
“Dame aux Camelias” are scarcely pre- 
paratory studies for such a partas his, 
where grace and tenderness are not prom- 
inent, and evidently be was conscious of 
his inefficiency, as there was a tendency to 
exaggerate a sepulchral intonation which 
does not suit the inharmonious prose of M. 
Richepin. Still, in some passages he was 
above mediocrity; his gestures were fine, 
and a there were glimpses of 
what he may become whenever he shall 
undertake to identify himself with the 
part. His entrance upon the stage after 
Duncan's murder, his expression of the 
words: “Il a dit Dieu nous aide! et ji n'ai 
pu dire amen!” as he tells the story 
of the crime to his wife and his 
terrified flixht before Banquo’s spectre, 
are worthy of a tragedian. ernbardt, of 
course, gives little scope to criticism; per- 
haps she does not quite understand that 
Lady Macbeth, being an incarnation of 
wickedness, is necessarily hypocritical. 
She is too frankly wicked, she shows too 
soon and too clearly that she is ready to 
commit any and every crime, and reveals, 
without eufficient preparation, to her 
feeble husband her wish to see him guilty 
of the most abominable misdeeds. It is all 
very well to roar, but it will not dotoroar 
always. Of the balance of the inter- 
pretation the less said the better, al- 
though I must say that Banquo was 
about the most stupendous fraud _ 

erpetrated on a confiding public. 
Sarah's costumes were splendid, if not posi- 
tively in accordance with the dress of 
those times. Few prints of costumes then 
worn being on hand for consultation, 
slight inaccuracies are excusable. Of 
course, they were becoming and effective, 
being, at first, a white jersey, embroidered 
in black flowers, with sleeves of blue and 
gold and white draperies at the shoulders, 
over a skirtof plaited white cachemire, 
which was changed for the banquet scene 
for another of corn color and dark blue, 
with, in both, an embroidered girdle and a 
ig circlet over her hair, It was not a 
xit of a Scotch costume, but it was very 
becoming. More than that Bernhardt does 
not ask for. All through, at the rehearsals 
as during the performances, she has been 
the directing spirit not only of the piece 
itself, but of its get-up. She has superin- 
tended, and continues to stperintend, 
every detail, however minute, and had in- 
tended to a:tonish the world, especially in 
the matter of the witches, by a realism 
hitherto unattempted on any stage. The 
mewing of cats indicated by Shakespeare 
was to be done by real cats, but the beasts 
provided for the purpose became 80 vicious 
that the stage manager declined to pinch 
their tails, and the Jardin des Plantes hav- 
ing no serpent which it could guarantee 
to hiss Dy at the proper moment, 
Sarah had to be content with mechanically 

roduced noises behind the scenes. The 
blood spots on her and Marais’s foreheads 
were, however, quite natural; both the 
lady and gentleman were as gory as could 
be desired, even by M. Zola, but the pro- 
cession of Scotland’s future Kings by the 
light of the witches’ caldron was not, 
generally, thought nearly so effective as 
the procession of Kings as represented in 
the fiéeries of the Chatelet. The house, 
though the season is well on, was crammed 
at the premiére, but this means nothing 
except that tout Paris was curious to see 
what ‘‘Macbeth”’ is like, for although tho 
version of M. Lacroix was played a good 
many years ago at the Odeon, tout Paris 
was unfamiliar with it, tout Paris rare- 
ly deserting its ordinary haunts to look at 
anything across the Seine.

HIS ATTEMPT FORCIBLY TO TAKE MRS. 
BEF.CHER’S BOOKS FROM THE INDIANAP- 


OLIS CITY LIBRARY. 
From the Cincinnati Commerctal Gazette. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.—Recent. newspa- 
per paragraphs have intimated that certain 
books had been arbitrarily taken from the City 
Library by Mr. Simon Yandea, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Second Presbyterian Church of this 
city, and quite a leading citizen and old-time 
resident of Indianapolis. The Second Church is 
Beecher’s old church. It was his second charge, 
he having begun his ministry in Lawrenceburg, 
Ind. About 20 years ago Mrs. Henry Ward 
Beecher wrote a book, entitled, “From Dawn 
Until Daylight,” in which she recounted the 
early struggles of herself and husband. In this 
book she introduced the names of several mem- 
bers of the church under fictitious titles. Sev- 
eral copies of this book have been in the City 
Library without exciting any interest whatever, 


but yesterday Mr. Yandes went in, and notwith- 
standing the protest of the librarian, took them 
from the shelves and carried them away witb 
him. He was afterward forced to give them up. 
Mrs. Beecher in her book makes many personal 
allusions to members of the Second Church, and 
also casts rather severe reflections upon the 
people of the entire church, and in giving rea- 
sons why sle and her husband left Indianapolis 
she says: “But if their hearts have ever told 
them their duty, their practice has been en- 
tirely different. The sum they first pledged was 
barely sufficient for our absolute necessities u sed 
with strict evonomy, but with that we should 
have been well content, for we have never asked 
for luxuries, and are and have ever been willing 
to work hard and live in the most primi- 
tive manner. But no one year have they ever 
aid us fully, and the little we have received has 
n by constant solicitation. * * * Our last 
year’s salary is still partiy unpaid, and, much as 
they grieve at our leaving them, I doubt if even 
now they will make it mit or feel that their own 
shortcomings have really been the main cause 
of severing the pleasant ties which bave so long 
united us.” 

Mr. Yandes says that he took the books from 
the library because such statements as the fore- 
going are not only false in every particular but 

ibelous. Hesaysthut Beecher was paid $1,000 
for his services in 1547 when he left the church 
to go to Brookiyn. Ina letterto Mr. C. F. Clark- 
son, then of Brooklyn, Mr. Beecher says $1,000 in 
Indianapolis would be more than $2,000 in Brook- 
lyn, but that he was to get $1.00 there, and the 
change was made solely on account of Mrs. 
Beecher’s health. Hesuays further that it would 
be tinancially better for him to remain here, and 
he hoped to return. In his letter of resignation 
to the Elders of the church, Mr. Beecher based it 
oneely upon his wife’s health. Mr Yandes says 
that when Beecher was pastor of the church 
here, his salary was eyual to that of any profes- 
sional man. 

On a blank leaf in one of the books are the 
real names written opposite to the fictitious ones 
as given by Mrs. Beecher, and throughout the 
book are marginal notes which some mischief- 
maker has made, giving the real names which 
Mrs. Beecher is supposed to have referred to.

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THE SENATORS’ SNUFF-BOXES.

CAPT, ISAAC BASSETT, THE OLDEST SENATE 


EMPLOYE, TELLS THEIR HISTORY. 
From the Washington Star. 

One of the most familiar figures con- 
nected with the Senate is Capt. Isaac Bassett, the 
venerable assistant door-keeper. For nearly 583 
years he has been an employe of that body. His 
father, Simeon Bassett, of Mussachusetts, was 
messenger in charge of the Senate Chamber in 
the first quarter of the presentcentury. Capt. 
Bassett, in chatting Saturday, said that when 
a boy he used to follow his father tin 
the discharge of his duties about the chamber. 


Daniel Webster frequently took notice of him, 
and one day, patting him kindly on the head, 
suid: “My sop, how would you like to bea 
pase? The boy thought he would like it, and 
iis father gave his consent. “Mr. Webster,” 
continued the Captain, “* consulted with some of 
the Senators. There was only one page then. 
Most of the Senators said: *Ob, we don't need 
another page; one is enough.’ But Mr. Webster 
insisted that there ought to be two-—one On cach 
side. it was Whigs and Democratsthen. The 
Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr. Bailey, was seen by Mr. 
Webster, and finally agreed Lo appvuint me at the 
next session of Congress, and on the 5th of De- 
cember, 1831, I was appointed a page, and | have 
been here ever since.” 

* Have you always kept boxes filled with enuff 
for the use of Senators as you do now ¢” inquired 
the reporter, pointing to the two snuff-boxes, 
one on each side and back of the Vice-President’s 
desk, resting upon the wainscot molding. ** No; 
that started when Mr. Fillmore was Vice-Presi- 
dent. lt was my custom then to keep a box of 
snuff on the Vice-President's desk, tor he took 
snuff regularly. Well, the Senators used to step 
up to the desk to geta pinch of snuff—it was a 
very common habit in those days—and they 
would stop to chat a while with the Vicve-Presi- 
dent. Sometimestwo or three Senators would 
be standing. at the same time by the Vice-Prest- 
dent’s desk, cach with a pinch of snuff in his 
fingers, and all of them talking to Mr. Fillmore. 
One morning the Vice-President called me and 
said: * Bassett. I want you to take this snuff- 
box away from here. I ean’t understand what 
is going on in the chamber because of the inter- 
ruptions and the conversation of Senators who 
come here for snuff.’ Mr. Fillmore,” continued 
Capt. Bassett. ** suggested that there had better 
bea box on each side of the chamber. I got 
those snuff-boxes,”’ pointing to the two plain 
black ones still in use, “and have kept them 
filled, on each side of the chamber, ever since.” 

In one corner of the Republican cloak-room 
stands an old-fashioned fron safe. Capt. Bassett 
unlocked it and drew forth the snutf-box that 
was presented to him by the Senators on the 
completion of his 50 years’ service under that 
body. It is of solid silver, lined with gold, and 
on the lidisan inscription showing that it was 
presented to the Captain by the Senators as a 
testimonial of their esteein and respe::t for him. 

The snuff-boxes are but seldom resorted to in 
these days. Both are kept filled, but Senator 
Hampton is the only member of the body who is 
a regular snuff-taker, and he rarely uses the Sen- 
ate enuff. He carries a Smal! box in his vest 
pocket, from which he gets his pinches. Some- 
times Senator Beck steps to the rear of the 
chamber and takes a pinch out of oneof the 
boxes. Occasionally Mr. Ingalls takes a small

Sevator Dawes, (by request,) introduced three 
bills that bave already been before Congress but falled 


to pass, one to abolish the Court of Claims and vest 
its jurisdiction tn the United States Circuit Court, one 
to extend the jurisdiction of the United States Circuit 
Court by giving it authormty to hear and determine 
eases Involving the use by Government of patents and 
inventions of private citizens, and one to protect life 
and prevent aco dents on railronds and steumbouts by 
requiring tran: purtation companies to adopt such new 
inventions rs may be approved by a commissiun to be 
appointed for the pu: pose. 


The Chair laid before the Senate a communica- 
tion from the Secretary uf the Interior transmitting, in 


reply to a recent Senate resolution, a report of the Com- 
missionerof the General Land Office giving informa- 
tion as to lund held by foreizn corporations, such as the 
Estes Park Company, the Arkan<as Valley Land and 
Cattle Company. and others.

FACING THE FIRES OF DEFEAT. 


It is best, after all, that JamesG. BLAINE 
should be the candidate of the Republican 
Party. His nomination has been urged 
with earnestness and sincerity by a ma- 
jority of that party, and the majority 
must rule in this country, even when it is 
in the wrong. The party now appeals to 
the country with a candidate who stands 
for something.

TO THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 


The Democratic Party is facing a great 
crisis, with a sad lack of preparation for 
the duties it imposes and the opportuni- 
ties it presents. The nomination of Mr. 
BLAINE will be repudiated by a large part 
of the Republicans, who have no confi- 
dence in his character, and who know 
that he is opposed to all that they seek 
to accomplish through their party. See- 
ing, as they do, the stern need 
of. pure and honest government, of in- 
telligent and thorough administrative 
reform, and of a careful but firm read- 
justment of our vicious revenue and cur- 
rency system, they will not support a 
Presidential candidate who has not even a 
fair comprehension of these things, much 
less any sympathy with the desire to bring 
them about. 

The attitude of this portion of the Re- 
publican Party should determine the 
course of the Democrats. In the present 
position of affairs it is for them to say 
whether the election in November shall be 
between two unworthy and unpromising 
candidates, or whether it shall present to 
all honest citizens a chance to promote 
sound government. It will be very easy 
for the Democratic leaders to think 
that in the weakness of Mr. 
BLAIng lies an opportunity to elect 
any one whom they may choose to nomi- 
nate, and every one knows that there are 
thousands of hungry Democrats who will 
clamor for a candidate who will give the 
greatest amount of spoils to the party 
workers. There is very little, there is 
almost nothing, in the recent history of 
the Democracy to justify the hope that 
this clamor will not prevail. The party 
approaches the beginning of the canvass 
with no definite principle, no practical 
policy, to unite or inspire it. All efforts 
to formulate a doctrine of real importance 
and value, by which the party could 
stand, and which its candidate could 
represent, have failed signally and shame- 
fully. It is plain that the humiliating ex- 
perience of this session in the House, the 
paralysis that has fallen upon the re- 
sponsible majority there, the mean and 
selfish motives that have rendered that 
majority helpless, have greatly demoral- 
ized the party. The prospect that it 
can meet the requirements of the 
situation made for it by the Re- 
publican nomination, that it can be 
united on a candidate and a platform 
holding out substantial guarantees of 
sound government, is very slight. The 
fact that up to this moment there has 
been in the Democratic Party no serious 
discussion of any nomination other than 
the disgraceful one of Mr. TILDEN, or of 
any issue other than the one that was 
buried eight years ago, is evidence of the 
nearly desperate condition of: that party. 

But it is to be remembered that even a 
week ago the disgrace that has fallen on 
the Republican Party seemed improbable, 
if not impossible. The Democratic leaders 
have had little reason to suppose that they 
would not be called on to face an opposing 
party united under a fair candidate and 
commanding’ its full strength. This out- 
look made them timid and halting. Now 
the situation is completely changed. It is 
within their power to fairly and, honestly 
represent in the approaching canvass the 
best , sentiment of the whole country. . If 
they’t have the wisdom and . the 
courage to put; aside the narrow 
and «dwarfing conceptions of mere 
party, * if , they. can. bring® themselves 
to ignore the more greedy and ‘eager of 
their followers and to name a trustworthy 
candidate on an honest platform, they may 
win a victory that will be honorable to 
them because useful to the country. But 
the candidate. must be one who has given 
conclusive evidence that he can resist the 
tremendous pressure to which he would 
be subjected if . nominated, and , that 
he would carry out firmly and fully 
the radical principles of civil service 
reform. The platform must in the first 
place embody. those principles in. clear 
and explicit form, and in thesecond place 
it must not dodge the revenue question, 
which is now, equally with reform, the 
most searching test of political sincerity. 
We insist on these plain facts, because we 
know that there are many honest men in 
the Democratic ranks who see them 
and appreciate them, and because we 
have hope - that there: are enough of 
these to raise the party to the 
level of the great occasion now 
presented to it. That occasion appeals to 
the Democracy not as a partisan organiza- 
tion, but as a body of, American citizens, 
having in common with their. fellow-citi- 
zens the deepest interest in the good name 
and weli-being of their country. If the 
party have the patriotism and the sagacity 
to respond to that appeal, the immediate 
future is rich with promise for the country. 
If the party have not these qualities, the 
people will be forced to seek in'wholly 
new organizations the means of accom- 
plishing that progress for which the old 
ones show themselves unfitted.

SOURCES OF STRENGTH. 


The strength of the various candidates 
before the Chicago Convention, independ- 
ent of the combinatign by which the nom- 
ination was finally effected, was exhibited 
in the first three ballots. The sources 
from which it was derived furnish an in- 
teresting study. For the benefit of those 
who take no pleasure in analyzing tables 
of figures for themselves -we will under- 
take to show . briefly where the votes of 
the different candidates came from. The 
strength of LincoLn and Gen. SHERMAN 
was merely nominal, the former getting 
1 vote from Kentucky, 2 from New- 
Jersey, and i from New-York, and 
the latter getting 2 from Michigan on 
the.first ballot. Haw.ry added to his 12 
Connecticut delegates only 1 other vote, 
which came from Kansas. JOHN SBER- 
MAN started with 80 votes, 25 of which 
were cast by Ohio, 2 by Indiana, and 1 
each by Kentucky, Missouri, and New- 


= 


jersey. Onn the second ballot he lost 2 of | 
his Ohio votes, and on the third 2 more, 

together with that of Missouri, reducing 
his strength to 25. He had no real sup- 
port outside of his own State. Logan's 
utmost strength was 63 1-2 votes, of 
which 40 came from his own State. 

These latter he held through the 
three ballots and until they were dis- 
posed of by the bargain with BLAINE. 

He had 10 from Missouri, 2 of which 
left him after the first-ballot, 3 from 
Louisiana, 21-2 from Kentucky, 2 from 
Texas, and 1 each from Alabama, Kansas, 

North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 

and Virginia. The nucleus of EDMUNDS’s 
support was in the delegations from Ver- 

mont, New-Hampshire, Massachusetts, 

Rhode Island, New-York, and New-Jer- 

sey. These States gave him 68 of his 93 

votes on the first ballot, and of the other 

30, 7came from Michigan, 6 from Minne- 

sota, 6 from Wisconsin, and 6 from Mis- 

souri, The other 5 were from Arkan- 

sas, Indiana, Pennsylvania, and Montana. 

His Eastern support held quite firmly to 

the last. 

The chief interest attaches to the 
strength of the two leading candidates. 
It is a significant fact that the President’s 
support came mainly from the South, 
where the delegates were chosen by or- 
ganizations in the control of Federal 
office-holders, His greatest strength was 
shown on the first ballot, and the fact that 
votes afterward dropped away is signifi- 
cant of the weak hold which he had 
upon the people. Of the 72 delegates 
from his own State, after all the efforts 
of the office-holding and office-seeking ma- 
chine, he obtained but 31. This fact alone 
was fatalto hispretensions. Of a similar 
character with these were his 11 delegates 
from Pennsylvania and 9 from Indiana. 
These were small minorities of the dele- 
gates from those States. Wisconsin gave 
him 6 of her 22 votes. Outside of these 
four States and these 57 votes he obtained 
only insignificant fractions of delegations 
from the Northern States. The only ex- 
ception is New-Hampshire, which gave 
him 4 of her 8 votes. He also obtained 4 
from Kansas out of 18. His other North- 
ern votes were 1 from Illinois, 2 from 
Massachusetts, 2 from Michigan, 1 from 
Minnesota, 2 from Nebraska, and 9 from 
the Territories. This makes his total 
Northern strength 82 votes in a conven- 
tion of 820, or one-tenth of the whole. 
This is less than Mr. EpMUNDS’s support in 
the same section. Of his total vote of 278 
on the first ballot 196 came from Southern 
States which have little or no chance of 
choosing a Republican Elector. 


There is, unfortunately, no doubt that 
Mr. BLatNe’s strength was derived mainly 
from Republican States, and represented 
a predominant sentiment. in the party 
where it is strongest. He received from 
the start the entire vote of California, 
Colorado, Iowa, Maine, Nevada, Oregon, 
and West Virginia. He had 47 delegates 
from Pennsylvania, 28 from New-York, 12 
from Kansas, 15 from Michigan, 7 from 
Minnesota, 18 from Indiana, 21 from 
Ohio, 10 from Wisconsin, 8 from Ne- 
braska, and 9 from New-Jersey. Aside 
from [Illinois and. Ohio, which pre- 
sented candidates of their own, he had a 
majority of the delegates in each of the 
decisively Republican States of the West. 
From the South, excluding Delaware and 
Maryland, he had . comparatively little 
support. CLAYTON delivered 8 of the Ar- 
kansas delegates, and one-half of the Texas 
delegation, together with 7 Tennessee and 
§ 1-2 Kentucky votes, were for the Plumed 
Knight from the start. Outside of these 
States he had only here and there a South- 


‘ern vote. BLAINE was evidently the choice 


of the party in the Republican States as at 
present constituted and as represented by 
its delegates in the National Convention of 


1884. 


THE EXTRADITION OF ENO. 


There is not the slightest likelihood that 
ENo will be surrendered on the charge of 
forgery upon which he has been indicted. 
A surrender on that charge would be con- 
trary to the spirit of the treaty. . It is 
true that the statute of this State defines 
the offense of cooking accounts to cover 
embezzlement of money as forgery in the 
second or third degree, according to the 
circumstances. But that offense is not 
forgery in the sense in which the word 
is used at common law, nor according 
to the ordinary acceptation of the word. 
We are not aware that the rendering 
of false accounts has ever been de- 
scribed as forgery except by the 
draughtsman of the New-York ° Penal 
Code. Forgery in the legal sense is the 
making or alteration of an instrument 
with the intention of. defrauding, so that 
it shall appear what it is not. This offense 
is evidently an entirely different offense 
from that of making . false statements in a 
book of accounts for the purpose of con- 
cealing a fraud already committed. One 
of the American decisions expressly says 
that forgery ‘‘is not the making of an in- 
strument which purports to be what it 
really is but which contains. false state- 
ments. Telling a lie does not become a 
forgery because it is reduced to writing.” 


This seems to be explicit enough. Nev- 
ertheless, the codifiers of this State have 
defined as forgery what is thus distinctly 
held not to be forgery at common law. 
This definition binds the courts of this 
State, to be sure, just as it would if, in 
still wilder defiance of the dictionary and 
of common law, they had declared the 
cookery of accounts by an- embezzler to 
be arson or burglary. But it would be 
simply preposterous to attempt to persuade 
a Canadian court toconstrue the treaty ac- 
cording to the limited and local construc- 
tion of the crime of forgery as defining a 
class of offenses which the treaty was most 
certainly not designed to cover; especially‘ 
when this statutory construction is not 
even the construction given by the munic- 
ipal law of one of the contracting par- 
ties, but only of one of the subordinate 
States which together constitute that par- 
ty, and when the statutory construction 
is long posterior to the formation of the 
treaty. 

At common law, then, ENo is an em- 
bezzler and not a forger, and the fact that 
his embezzlement was accompanied by a 
series of false entries, made not to obtain 


money, but to avoid detection, can make 
no difference whatever. Embezzlement 
is not pretended to~bé an extraditable 
crime. The Canadian authorities might 
deliver ENo notwithstanding, as the Span- 
ish authorities delivered TWEED. That is 
a precedent which neither they nor we are 
likely to follow, and, however irritating 
the escape of ENo may be, which it 
is not well that either of us 
should follow. It remains true, however, 
that such an embezzlement as that of 
ENO, accompanied by a shameful breach 
of trust, isa more common and may be 
both a more flagitious and a more mis- 
chievous offense than the extraditable 
crime which he has not committed. It is 
the interest of Great Britain quite as 
much as ours that such crimes should be 
made unsafe, and that embezzlers should 
not be encouraged by an. international 
promise of impunity provided they can 
reach a foreign country with their plun- 
der. The treaty ought to be amended so 
as to include Eno’s offense, since it is 
clear that Eno’s offense is not covered by 
the existing treaty. 


THE FAITH CURE. 


There is an alleged Baptist hymn which 
asserts that ‘‘sprinkling may do for in- 
fants, but it will not do for youth.” How- 
ever this may be, it appears that in this 
city the reverse of the proposition is true 
as to faith: it may do for adults, but it 
will not do for children. The clergyman 
who undertook to cure his little girl’s 
broken arm by faith alone found himself 
attacked by his neighbors, by the Bishop, 
by the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, and was finally com- 
pelled to call in a human physician and 
abandon faith in favor of splints. 

Latterly certain zealous Protestants 
have undertaken to rival the miracles of 
the Church of Rome. They have resolved 
that if sick Roman Catholics can be cured 
by faith at the shrine of Lourdes, sick 
Protestants who believe in justification 
by faith alone ought surely to be able to 
cure their diseases by faith. Accordingly, 
the effort has been made and there is no 
lack of testimony to its success. The sto- 
ries of the miraculous cures at Lourdes 
and other shrines have been paralleled 
by stories of faith cures among Protest- 
ants, and the evidence of the reality of 
these cures seems to be as good in the one 
class of cases as in the other. 

Protestants have, if anything, more 
ground for resorting to faith as a curative 
agent than have Roman Catholics. It is 
the boast of Protestantism that the Bible, 
and the Bible only, is its religion. Yet, 
with curious inconsistency, Protestants 
have neglected to follow the plain precept 
of the New Testament, that the sick are 
to be anointed with oil by the presby- 
ters, and that with the aid of faith 
this unction will heal them. Here is both 
a command and a promise, and yet Protest- 
ants have completely ignored both. The 
upholders of the faith cure can claim that 
they are-literally following the teachings 
of the New Testament, and it is difficult to 
see on what ground their fellow-Protest- 
ants can find fault with the wisdom of 
their methods. 

It seems only fair, however, that those 
who believe in faith cures should content 
themselves with curing their own dis- 
eases and should not .undertake to try 


.the virtues of faith upon helpless children. 


If the clergyman already referred to had 
broken his own arm, and, preferring to 
trust its cure to faith, had declined to call 
in a doctor, no one would have interfered 
with him. A man has a clear right to 
‘adopt what means seem good in his sight 
for curing his own diseases and mending 
his own fractures. When, however, he 
attempts to deprive a child of medical aid 
and to mend the child’s broken arm by 
faith, he is‘ trespassing upon the ‘child’s 
rights, and it is reasonably clear, from the 
proceedings before Justice, MURRAY on 
Thursday last, that the courts will pre- 
vent.such trespassing. 

The legal doctrine that a child is enti- 
tled to protection against the faith of its 
parent is undoubtedly a just one. For 
one man to attempt to exercise faith for 
the benefit of another without the latter’s 
consent might fairly be called an imperti- 
‘nence, but it is clearly an outrage for one 
man to deprive another, of medical aid on 
any pretense whatever. Hereafter it will 
be understood, in this city at least, that a 
believer in the faith cure must restrict his 
cures to adults, and that children must be 
healed by physicians and not by faith. 


When that Plumed Helmet comes to be

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ROMAN RELICS AT GENEVA. 
From the London Times. 

In theearly part of last Winter opera. 
tions were begun in the bed of the Rhone, at 
Geneva, 1n connection with a scheme for utiliz~ 
ing the power of the stream for mechanical: pur- 
poses. During the work a part of the river-bed, 


near the island on which stands Julius Cyesar’s 
tower and where Philibert Berthelier, the. Gen- 
évan patriot, suffered death, was laid bare, and 
in view or the great. antiquity of Geneva, and the 
fact that it wasan AHobrogean town before it 
became a Roman station, sanguine expectations 
were entertained as to the likelihood of making 
important archzologic finds. For the most part 
these expectations have been disappointed. . The 
river flows out of the lake with the swift- 
ness of a a and only very large 
or deeply imbedded objects could withstand 
for centuries the onward sweep of the rushing 
stream. The hopes of local antiquaries have’ 
not, however, been altogether disappointed, for 
a few days ago there was found, buried in gravel 
among a range of pies relics of the lacustrine 
age,a block of white Jurassic rock, evidently 
dressed by the hand of man, and having in the 
centre a circular depression surrounded by a sort 
of crown. Further examination showed i to be 
the upper part of a Roman altar. It is in the’ 
ordinary form of a pilaster with capitals and‘a 
cog madiog base terminating in a crown, in 
relief, cut in thestone. The height of the relic 
is 80 centimétres, the width 33. There is noother 
trace of ornamentation than the moldings ana 
cornices of the upper and lower parts, but: 
on the principal face there appears an 
inscription in superb letters and an ad- 
mirable state of preservation. * * * 
The author was a soldier of the Twenty-second. 
Legion, Caius Vitalinius Victorinus, who, hav- 
ing without doubt, escaped shipwreck on thé 
lake, had vowed to raise an altar to Neptune the 
god of the waves, and by asingular chance the 
whole stove of the Jura which testifies to the 
fulfilment of his vow bas been preserved by fall- 
ing into the very waters from which he wassaved. 
This deity was doubtless widely worshiped on 
the shores of the Inke in the olden time. Not. 
withstanding the beauty of the characters the 
inscription of Vitalinius is not considered to date 
further back than the end of the second or the 
beginning of the third century. 


RAILROAD CONDUCTORS GRUMBLING 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Times, June8. 
The passenger ‘conductors on the News 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad are: 
nursing a grievance. They don’t like the new 
arrangement which will require them to make 


one daily round trip between Springfield and 
New-York. The road is taking this course to 
lessen expenses. The officers say the passenger 
train men do not begin to do the work that the 
freight men accomplish. The latter work 123 
hours a day. The passenger men have been hav- 
ing a pretty easy thing of it. Onthe 8 o'clock 
train between New-Haven and Springfield, for 
instance, the conductor gets back to New-Haven 
by 2 P. M., and then his day’s work is done. The 
néw run will apply only to the fast express train, 
and will cover 272 miles, taking a trifle over 12 
hours every day. Conductors on the Boston and 
Albany Road have been making round trips of 
200 milesa day between Albany and Springfield 
and Boston for over 20 years, and New-York , 
State and Western conductors have equally long: 
runs. The conductors say the road, not satisfied 
with its present large earnings, is trying to make 
more out of them by reducing their numbers, as _ 
fewer conductors will be required under the new 
regulation. The engineers will also make the 
round trip, but they will make only fourruns a 
week. They wiil be paid by the mite instead of 
by the month as heretofore, and will carn more 
money than under the old arrangement.

A MURDERER PUT TO SOME GOOD USK 
From the Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise, May 21. 
Lloyd L. Majors rendered an important 
service in the cause of surgery when he undecr~ 
took a few days ago to break out of jail. In his 
fight with his jailers his arm was broken, and he 


died on the scaffold with the wounded limb in 
splints. Until Majors died the surgical profes- 
sion has rarely had an opportunity to study the 
earliest processes of repair in fracture. Tne 
felon’s corpse was quickly carried to the dissect- 
ing table, where the wounded arm was ampu- 
tated. The investigation was ptofitabie, It ex- 
ploded a false theory, one which very likely in 
practice has been attended with serious conse~- 
quences to. people who have suffered from- 
broken bones. The immediate perfect adjust- 
ment of-fractures has not been deemed abso- 
lutely necessary to perfect repair. From an ex- 
amination of Majors’s arm the precious and prac~ 
tica! truth has been evolved that it is unwise te 
delay the work of perfect adjustment. In his 
case temporary union of the broken bone had 
already taken place, not by callous material—ag 
had generally been held to be the case—but h 
means of the organization of the blood whic 
hac been poured out about the fracture at the 
time of the injury. This disclosure is of great 
scientific value. It demonstrates not only that 
surgery is a progressive science, but also that it 
1s not trne that the worst. use. to. which a man 
may be put isthe hanging of him.

These lectures and 
many of the regular class exercises will be open 
to the public. Each class will form a stock 
company, subject to the discipline which regu- 
lates the best professional theatres. A number 
of performances will be given by the students, 
thus aflording all such as are competent frequent 
opportunities to appear in public with proper 
stage surroundings. This theatre school wiil 
have the support and patronage of the managers 
and prolession 7. so that engagements 
can be most easily effected through its agency, 
paiticularly for school members and for 
graduates.

JOHN C. ENO STILL HELD. 
DETECTIVE FAHEY GIVES HIS REASONS FOR 

é ARRESTING THE FUGITIVE. 

QvuEBEC, June 6.—There was no abate- 
meni to-day in the interest taken in¢the Eno 
case, and specuiation was rife as to the action 
that would follow the return of a “no bill” on 
the indictment by the Grand Jury of Montreal 
yesterday, and the presence of Detective Fahey, 
who arrived in town to-day in answer to the 
subpeena of the court. Fahey’s evidence .was 
listened to with great interest. He detailed the 
story of the first arrest of Eno on board 
the steam-ship, with the admission of 
the prisoner that he was not Hinckley, 
but John C. Eno, and that though he 
had done wrong and was a fugitive from 
justice, the authorities could not touch him and 
he could not be extradited. Fahey gave the fol- 
lowing as his reasons for making the affidavit for 
Eno’s arrest: The receipt of a telegram from 
Robert Pinkerton, of New-York, instructihg 
him to meet Gen. Hubpard in Montreal. and in- 


formation received from him; the admissions 
made by Eno to him in Quebec after the first 
arrest: the change of merican money at 
Lobbe’s, in St. Francois Xavier-street, Montreal; 
the lavish expenditure of himself and Father 
Ducey, and the fact that they passed under 
assumed names. Lobbe, he said, had pointed 
Eno out to him on board the_ steam- 
shp Vancouver before it left Montreal. 
He had also chan money at Ware's and 
other brokers’ offices. Eno registered as 
Bouton at the Windsor Hotel, and siened his 
name as such in books which he gave as presents 
to girls at Lumkins’s Hotel, back of Montreal 
Mountain. Fahey said the prisoner had told h'm 
that, acting cn the advice of his counsel, he had 
left New-York. Witness was cross-examined as 
to his leaving Quebec for Montreal last Tuesday 
night, when he knew that he was‘required before 
the court here next morning. He said he was 
called away by a telegram on important busi- 
ness, and Mr. Davidson obtained the consent of 
the Attorney-General for him to go. He _ had 
been examined yesterday before the Grand Jury 
on an indictment against Eno, and it was report- 
ed in the Court-house, though unknown to him 

rsonally, that after his evidence the Crown 
Prosecutor had withdrawn the bill of inaictment 


against Eno. 
STATE PRISON FOR LIFE. 
4A HANDSOME WOMANS PUNISHMENT FOR 
CUTTING A BOY’S THROAT. 

DARTTORD, Wis., June 6.—In the Circuit 
Court this morning there was an affecting scene. 
Mrs. Ellen Long, a handsome widow, 35 years of 
age, who was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree last night, was called before the bar and 
given alife sentence in State prison. The crime 
of which Mrs. Long was convicted was the 
slaughtering of an 1l-year-old boy named Har- 
vey Whittemore. On the 2th of last October 
the body of the boy was found floating in the 


river near Dartford. The little fellow’s throat 
was cut from eartoear. The crime was quietiy 
traced to Mrs. Long, the maternal aunt of the 
boy, and she was arrested. The evidence was so 
strong against her that she finally made a con- 
fession. She said that she took Harvey into the 
eéllar and. after giving him chloroform, cut his 
throat with a butcher's knife. Then she carried 
his body and threw it into the river. 

Lafayette Whittemore, father of the mur- 
dered boy, was also arrested as an accessory, but 
Mrs. Long contends that he is innocent. She 
said that she murdered the boy for cause, but 
would not tell why. Itis the general belief that 
the boy knew of a criminal intimacy between his 
father and Mrs. Long, aud that he was mur- 
dered to prevent his telling what he knew. 
When Mrs. Long confessed the crime there was 
great excitement, and she had to be taken out of 
the town to prevent a mob from lynching her. 
The excitement was high for weeks, but it finally 
settled down, and the trial, which lasted a week, 
was quietiy conducted. 

Mrs. Long received her sentence calmly, but 
her relatives present wept bitterly, and several 
of the ladies fainted. Mrs. Long is a daughter of 
Judge Myer, of Princeton. She is an accom- 
plished woman, and before her strange infatua- 
tion for the eider Whittemore her reputation 
was without spot or blemish. The man is out on 
bail, and will be tried next week. The detectives 
allege that he poisoned his wife, and he will be 
rearrested on this charge also. The case is a sin- 

ularly diabolical one. Mrs.- Long will be taken 

© the State prison at Waupun to-morrow, where 
she will spend the remainder of her life.

He was a sleep-walker and had gone out to the 

latform while asleep. His wife and sigter staid 

hind to take charge of his remains. His two 
young children came on to Detroit with friends. 
The dead officer cerved throughout the late war, 
having enlisted as a private in the First Massa- 
chusetts Infantry in 1851. He was transferred to 
the Nineteenth Voiunteer Infantry in the same 
State and was mustered out in 1864 as Captain, 
when he again enlisted in the Twenty-sixth New- 
York Cavalry and continued in the service until 
the close of the war. He was appointed Second 
Lieutenant in the Regular Army in July, 1866, 
and was made Quartermaster of the Twenty- 
third Regiment in 1873.

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" COLLISION IN THE SOUND. 


A’ PASSENGER STEAMER RUN DOWN AND DIS- 
ABLED-BY A SCHOONER. 

The steamer John Sylvester has recently 
been put on the route between this city and 
Sands Point, Long Island, to run in opposition 
to the Idlewild, the successor of the ill-fatea Sea- 
wanhaka, which touches there on her way to and 
from Glen Cove and Roslyn. The Sylvester has 
been making three trips a day, but not going 
beyond Sands Point. Yesterday afternoon sbe 
left Sands Point at 8:55 o’clock, 25 min- 


utes behind her schedule time; was due 
at her pier, Broome-strect and East River, at 5 
o'clock, and billed to start on her last trip to 
fands Point for the day at 5:15 o’clock. The 
Sylvester isa fast boat, and. it is possible that, 
being behind time, she was run faster than usu- 
al on this particular occasion. A few miles this 
sideof Sands Point Throgg’s Neck shoots out 
into the Sound from the mainland, and leaves 
only 2 narrow channel between, Fort Schuyler 
and the Long Island shore for the passage 
of the numerous craft that ply the Sound. 
This channel-was. crowded. with sailing vesseis, 
all scudding be!tore a strong breeze, when the 
Sylvester neared it yesterday afternoon. .The 
passengers, only about 25 in number, were col- 
lected together on the covered deck aft of the 
saloon, to escape the burning sun which flooded 
the forward part of the boat, and were chatting 
merrily when they were suddenly startled bya 
tremendeus crash and hurled from their seats by 
the accompanying concussion. The next mo- 
ment they discovered that the steamer was in 
collision wi ha large coasting schooner, whose 
broken and _ shattered head gear was in danger- 
ous proximity to the positions of some of them. 

For a moment there was a scene of indescriba- 
ble terror and confusion, and the searcity of pas- 
sengers alone prevented a fatal panic. he sud- 
denness of the collision was such that no one had 
time to think, if he could, of getting out of the 
way of the breaking timbers, but fortunately 
nobody was hurt from this cause, and the cool- 
head among the men at once addressed 
themselves to preventing a panic and tak- 
ing recautions avainst the sinking of 
the at. The leader in this respect 
was Mr. John W. Harver, of the well-known 
firm of publishers, who, with a party of six 
ladies, wason his way to this city. Mr. Harper 
was a passenger on the Seawanhaka when 
she was burned, four years ago, and he 
saved his own life and that of his daughter by 
swimming. His experience on that occasion 
prepared him for yesterday’s emergency, 
and he promptly set the example of put- 
ting life-preservers on the ladies. As usu- 
al in times of disaster, the  life-pre- 
servers were hard to get at and harder to tear 
from their fastenings. Happily, however, there 
was no need of them, for although fully one-half 
of the guard and outriggere on the starboard 
side of the steamer were torn away by the col- 
lision her bull was uninjured. The steamer was, 
however, completely disabled, her starboard 
wheel being so battered and bent out of place 
that it would not turn. 

Mr. J. A. Bostwick, of the New-York Yacht 
Club, who happened to be passing in his steam 
yacht, the Orienta, seeing the helpless condition 
of the steamer, went to her assistance in answer 
to asignul from Mr. Harper, took off all the pas- 
sengers and Janded them at Whitestone. From 
ee the passengers came to this city by 
rail. 

The schooner with which the Sy] vester collided 
was the Eagle, Capt. Robbins, a large coaster 
laden with coal, and bound from Elizabethport, 
N. J., to Boston. The schooner struck the 
steamer on the starboard guard, nearly opposite 
the pilot-house, and cut away everything out- 
side of the hull down to the wheel, and includ- 
ing the wheel-house. The schooner's bowsprit, 
ibboom, and head-gear were carried away, and

SKETCHES OF CANDIDATES 
—.-—~.>- 
BLAINE 1N CONGRESS AND INGAR- 
FIELD'S CABINET. 
éARLY LIFE IN PENNSYLVANIA—THE GOING 
TO MAINE—aS A JOURNALIST—SOUTH 
AMERICAN POLICY—HIS FAMILY. 
James Gillespie Blaine, who was nomi- 
mted yesterday for President by the Republican 
Convention at Chicago, was born on Jan. 81, 
i830, in Union Township, Washington Coun- 
ty, Penn. Ephraim Blaine, his great-grand- 
father, was a wealtby colonist and a Colonel of 
‘the Pennsylvania Line in the Revolutionary 


war, and stood high in the confidence and 


friendship of Washington. As Commissary-Gen- 
eral of the Northern Department of the army 
€ol. Blaine passed through the hardships of the 
memorable Winter at Valley Forge, and to his 
efforts, through advancing his own means and 
obtaining money from his friends-to purchase 
supplies, was largely attributed the rescue 
$f the Continental troops from starvation. The 
egoolness, bravery, and determination to sur- 
mount discouraging obstacles -which have 
marked the career of Mr. Blaine may be traced 
Girectly to this paternal ancestor. His grand- 
father and fatber were squires of the olden type 
men of large estates, easy livers, and influential 
in their communities. Ephraim Lyon Blaine, the 
father, was a gentleman of excellent education, 
and had traveled much in Europe and South 
America before he settled down to become a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, then an office of nosmall digni- 
ty. He was afterward prothonotary of his county. 
He was of a most liberal and genial charac- 
ter, kept open house. gave largely to charities, 
andinafew years he had wasted a handsome 
patrimony. Though his family for generations 
were staunch Presbyterians, he married a Miss 
Gillespie, who was a Catholic, and the daughter 
of a pioneer of distinction in Western Pennsyl- 


yania. She was a woman of fine, sterling quali- 
ties. and James was her favorite of three sons. 
At the age of i2 years he was sent to the college 
of Washington and Jefferson, an old_ Pres- 
byterian institution in Washington County 
where he was graduated in 1847, at the age 
of 17, in a distinguished class of 37 mem- 
bers. Although the youngest member of the 
class he stood at its head in merit, ranking John 
C. Hervey, of Virginia, four years his senior, and 
Thomas W. Porter, of Pennsylvania, also his 
senior. At college, a mere boy among 200 or 300 
students, Blaine was from the firsta leader. An 
unusually fine physique made him foremost in 
athletics, and a rare memory and exceptional 
intellectual powers gave him an easily attained 
prominence in hisstudies. He excelled in mathe- 
matics and was an excellent linguist. Still more 
was he noted as an omnivorous reader, devour- 

the.best literature at his command, and able 

his retentive memory to store his mind with 
choice gems. Already two traits that stand out 
most prominent in the man were notable in the 
boy—persona! magnetism and ambition. He was 
at once the popular fellow and the hero among 
the students, and his mind was even then intent 
on achieving fame for himself. At the College 
Commencement he distinguished himself by an 
oration on “ fhe Duty of an Educated Amer- 
ican,” which attracted considerable attention 
from the matured and weil-considered observa- 
tions it contained and the ambitious industry 
which it foreshadowed. 

Atter leaving college Mr. Blaine, whose father 
had by that time Jost his property to a great ex- 
tent, started for Kentucky to carve out his own 
fortune. He began his career as Professor of 
Mathematics in the Western Military Institute at 
Blue Lick Springs, where there were 500 students. 
In that place he met Miss Harriet Stanwood, the 
lady who subeoquaney became his wife, and 
who hag exercised a powerful influence in shap- 
ing his career. She was 2 Muine girl sent to 
@ young ladics’ seminary in Kentucky to be 
sducated. Through her persuasions it was that 

he young Professor, after two or three years of 
training as a teacher and study as a lawyer was 
led to abandon the South for a home in that 
State. with which nis name is now indissolubly 
¢onnected. Mr. Blaine went to Maine in 1853, 
and soon afterward married Miss Stanwood, 
whose family was weil known in New-England 
and who lived at Augusta, In journalism he 
found at once an occupation, and after a brief 
connection with the Portland Datly Advertiser 
settied in Augusta, the capital, as editor of the 
Kennebec Journal. In Augusta his home has 
ever since remained, though politics soon 
took him away irom journalism. A strong, 
ready writer, Mr. Blaine immediately 
made the power of his pen felt among 
liticians. Previous to 1854 the Democratic 
Party bad governed Maine for a quarter of a cen- 
tury. but its power was broken in the September 
€lection of that year. through a temporary union 
of the anti-s!avery and temperance elements. In 
1855 the diverse elements which curried Maine for 
the Republicans in the previous year were con- 
solidated, and the tepublican Party became 
firmly established. It is fair to Mr. Blaine to say 
that to him more than to any other man is due 
the fact that Maine since 1856 has stood fast to 
Republican principles. Under Republican gov- 
ernment the State bas had economical, pure, and 
efficient administrations, by which the dept as 
well as State taxation have been reduced. 
*Mr. Blaine did not confine his attention to 
political *Jeaders” by any means. He took an 
active part in politics, attending Republican 
mncetings throughout the State, and soon made 
himself one of the recognized Republican lead- 
ersin Maine. His eee addresses, and espe- 
cially the ability which he displayed in them as 
a debater, won him great local reputation, and 
during the Fremont campaign of 1856 he achieved 
a distinction as a speaker which insured him 
@ seat in the Legisiature in 1858, though he 
Was not yet 30 years of a and had 
been but five years in his adopted State. 
The ability which he displayed as a legislator was 
so marked that his constituents returned him 
four years in succession, and the Assembly rec- 
ognizing his talents, elected him Speaker in 1860 
and 1861, a rare honor for so young aman. He 
was then—as for long years he has been since— 
recognized as the Republican leader of the State, 
and at the breaking out of the rebellion both 
parties looked to him for guidance. At thespecial 
session of the Legislature in April, 186], and the 
regular session in the Winter of 1862, his energetic 
intiuence and his } rivate counsels and public 
utterances did much to push on the prepara- 
tions to put down the rebeilion. His speeches in 
the Legislature. especially one which he deliv- 
ered in 1862in reply to an assault on President 
Lincoln by Democratic leaders, are admitted to 
have been the ablest that were made there, and 
they gave promice of the brilliant future which 
bas been realized in his subsequent career. 

A man of Mr. Blaine’s ability, of his rare knowl- 
edge ot parliamentary usages, and above all of 
his smbitions, was not likely to remain long con- 

nt with the position of a representative in a 

tate Legislature. He aimed at greater things, 
at higher honors, and they soon came. A seat in 
Congress was now his objective point, and who 
was more fitted to represent Maine in the Nation- 
al Congress than its young, able, and energetic 
Repubiican leader? Aiter four years of cxperi- 
ence in the Legislature, Mr. Blaine was, 
in September, 1:62, elected to the Thirty- 
eighth Congress from the Kennebec District. 
He took his seat in the following year, 
serving asa member of the Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads. From that period Mr. 
Biaine’s career has been a part of national his- 
tory. Hehas been returned to Con after 
Congress from the same district, proof sufficient 
of the sentiments of his constituents. At the 
convertion which first nominated him for Con- 

he gave expression to his convictions as to 
he policy that should be pursued in suppressing 
armed rebellion. He said: “The great object 
with usallisto subdue the rebellion—speedily, 
effectually, and finally. In our march 
that end we must crush all intervening obstacles. 
if slavery or any other ‘institution’ stands in 
the way it must be removed. Perish all things 
else, the national life must be saved.” He ex- 
pressed his determination to stand heartily and 
unreservedly by the Administration of Abraham 
Lineoln. He declared that he should be the un- 
swerving adherent of the policyand measures 
which the President in his wisdom might adopt. 
Mir. Biaine’s patriotic utterances met with a 
aearty response,and he was elected over his 
Democratic competitor by the largest ma- 
7g ever given in his district, it exceeding 

000, and a majority that be has held ever 
since, running in an meray contest to nearly 
4,000. In the Thirty-ninth Congress Mr. Blaine 

served on the Committee on Military Affairs and 
the special committee on the death of Presiaent 
Lincoln, and as Chairman of the committee on 
the war debts of the loyal States. On this lat- 
ter question he spoke of the propriety of the 
eee Government payi the war debts of 
loyal States, and maintained the ability of the 
Government to carry on the Warin which it was 
then fiercely engaged. Mr. Blaine’s speech on 
this question was marked by grgat ability and 
became the subject of much d ssion. It was 
used as one of the campaign documents of the 
Union Republican Party in the Presidential con- 
test of 1864. 

in the Winter of 1865-6 Mr. Blaine was very 
e ergetic in promoting the passage of recon- 
struction measures. In the early part of 1866 he 

roposed a resolution which final became the 
bas of that part of the Fourteenth Amendment 
relating to Congressional representation. In the 
second session of the Thirty-ninth Congress he 
also distinguished himself. A military bill of 
Mr. Stevens’s gave occasion for the “ Blaine 
amendment,” which was uniyersally discussed in 
the public press. By this time Mr.. Blaine had 
oégun to make his influence felt in the count 
at large. He soon disclosed his rare apti- 
tude for legislative busines, ~ sad equally 
tare. capacity for -work. .There has been 
no.) «6©mo active practical p cipant in 
the ess of while none has 
rendered more brilliant service when the occa- 

fon demanded. Mr. Blaine has been no spas- 
‘tnodie worker. doing only the greater duties of 
his position. In the House and Senate he has 
kept close -watch of all public measures and been 
ready toact. He always commanded the atten- 
tion of the House, and before he had been in it 
three years he ranked with the hest as a de- 
bater.

ulligan letters. 

Early in 1876 Mr. Blaine was elected to the 
Senate to fill the vacancy cansed py Senator Lot 
Morrill’s elevation to the Cabinet. Then oc- 
curred the struggle for the Presidential nomiua- 
tion, in which Senator Blaine was a cancidate, 
and when he came within 30 votes of the nomina- 
tion which Mr. Hayes received. When the sev- 
enth ballot was read from the wires in Mr. 
Blaine’s library at Washington he wrote a mes- 
sage of congratulation to Mr. Hayes, aiso one 
thanking the Maine delegates for their devotion, 
and a third asking Mr. Hale and Mr. 
Frye to go to Columbus and _personaily 
present to Mr. Hayes his good-will and 
—— of hearty aid in the campaign. 

he second convention in which he becamea 
candidate for President is still fresher in public 
recollection—the convention which met. in Chi- 
cago, early in June, 1880, and by which was 
nominated James A. Garfield. Thirty-six ballots 
were taken. On the first of them Mr. Blaine re- 
ceived 284 votes. From this number his total did 
not vary more than 10 votes tntil the thirty- 
second ballot was reached. It then fell to 270, 
and finally, on the thirty-sixth, to 42, Gen. Gar- 
field receiving the nomination on that ballot. 
Events in Mr. Blaine’s carrer that followed are 
now parts of American history quite as securely 
fixed in public remembrance as any since Lin- 
coln died. Gen. Garfield invited Mr. Blaine 
into his Cabinet to become the head of it as 
Secretary of State. Hesccepted the invitation, 
and speedily entered upon lines of policy which 
were certain to make the Administration memo- 
rable and brilliant. It was the period of great 
activity in the diplomatic affairs of Chili and 
Peru. Mr. Biaine’s policy in South America has 
been called a policy of interference, and it pro- 
voked wide comment here and in foreign lands. 
The more thoughtful members of his party 
predicted trouble with European States— 
especially with England—as t final out- 
come of the _ policy. so_ that, when 
news of the awful tragedy of July 2, 1881, fel) 
upon the country there were those who found 
some consolation for the loss in the dangers 
which they believed had been averted. It fell to 
Mr. Blaine’s lot to be the most conspicuous of 
men during the long attendance upon the dying 
Garfield and the mournful doings that were pre- 

ared in his memory and honor by the weeping 

‘ation. How near those duties brought him to 
the Nation’s heart for that time it would 
be impossible to express: and when be- 
fore Congress at a later time he delivered 
his really masterful memorial oration, his per- 
sonal popularity reached, perhaps. the highest 
point it has ever yet attained. With the acces- 
sion to the vacant high office of Vice-President 
Arthur, Mr. Blaine’s future position became a 
subject of speculation, curiosity, and comment. 
The outcome was that after retaining for several 
weeks longer the office to which Garfield had 
called him he retired and Mr. Frelinghuysen 
was called in. Mr. Blaine has since lived chiefly 
in Washington, where he has built a fine house 
and one of the fruits of his retirement from actual 

ubhe life has been the writing of his popular 

k, “Twenty Years in Congress,” the first 
volume of which has been published and has 
already achieved a circulation which may prop- 
erly be described as enormous. Newspapers 
have reviewed it at length ail over the country. 
One of the most noteworthy reviews appeared 
in the London Times. It wasa notice that must 
have pleased Mr. Blaine and all his friends, not 
only on account ofits length but because also 
of its praise and good temper. 

Mr. Blaine has six children-three sons and 
three daughters. The eldest son, Walker, is a 
graduate of Yale and of the Columbia College 
Law School, and for some time studied in St. 
Paul in the law office of Gov. Davis. The seco 
son, Emmons, was sent to the Cambridge Law 
School. James G. Blaine, Jr., is a boy of 15 
years, and is said to be very like his father. The 
daughters are Alice, Margaret, and Harriet. All 
the children have received superior training. 
Senator Blaine’s home in Washington shows his 
wife’s and his own taste for rare engravings and 
fine art. The hospitality there dispensed has 
been bountiful, and is celebrated.

John Alexander Logan is one of many to 
whom the war of the rebellion furnished the op- 
portunity of distinction, and one of the much 
smailer number who won in it a lasting fame. 
By nature he is a soldier and no position in civil 
life could have afforded him an arena so favor- 
able as the field of battle for displaying to the 
best advantage the great power he possessed. 
He has been an able lawyer, a legislator of merit, 
ashrewd and successful politician, but he has 
been brilliant nowhere but in war. He never 
asked his men to go where he dare not go him- 
self, but he often led where even the bravest 
needed all the inspiration ot his gallant example 
to follow without flinching. The record of his 
service in the Union Army perhaps entitles him 
to be called the greatest of the civilian Generals 
of the war. 
_ Gen. Logan was born near what is now Mur- 
physboro, Jackson County, Ijl., on the 9th of 
February, 1824, and is the eldest of 11 children. 
His father, Dr. John Logan. had come from Ire- 
land to Illinois three years before, marrying 
Elizabeth Jenkins, a Tennessee lady. John re- 
ceived his early educaticn from his father and in 
such schools as the locality afforded at that time. 
In 1840 he was fora few months one of the stu- 
dents of an acudemy called Shiloh College. He 
was in his twentieth year when the Mexican war 
broke out, and he was among the first to volun- 
teer. He was chosen Lieutenant of one of the 
companies of the First Illinois Regiment, and was 
subsequently made Adjutant of the regiment. He 


returned to Lilinois in October, 1848,witb an excel- 
lent record. Hethen began the study of lawinthe 
oitice of his uncle, Alexander M. Jenkins, form- 
erly Lieutenant-Governor of Illinois. In No- 
vember, 1844, he was elected Clerk of Jackson 
Connty, and held the office until the following 
year, when he went to Louisvil.e to atten lec- 
tures in the Law School. Receiving his diploma 
in 1851, he was admitted to the Bar, and formed 
a partnership with his uncie. He had many 
qualities that fitted him for the successful prac- 
tice of law. A practical mind. clear and keen 
perceptions, much fertility of resources, and un- 
usual ability as a public speaker, carried him at 
once to the front rank of the legal fraternity of 
his immediute tield,and before be had beena 

ear in practice he was elected Prosecuting At- 
reey of the Third Judicial District of the State. 
He then lived in the town of Benton. 

It was at the Fall election of the same year 
when he was chosen to the State Legislature as 
the representative of Jackson and Franklin 
Counties that the long public career of John A. 
Logan had its actual beginning. Since then he 
has been almost constantly in the civil or mili- 
tary service of his country. He was re-elected 
to the State Legislature in 1853 and 1854, and in 
the latter year was a Presidential Elector and 
cast his vote for James Buchanan. Two years 
later he was elected to the Thirty-sixth Congress 
by the Democrats of the Ninth Congressional 
District, and served as Chairman of the 
Committee on Unfinished Business. He was 
re - elected in 1860, the year of the Presi- 
dential campaign, when Abraham = Lincoin 
was nominated by the Republican Convention at 
Chicago, and Stephen A. las by the Demo- 
crats at Charleston. John A. gan wasa Dem- 
ocrat, and warmly advocated the election of Mr. 
Douglas, but when the events of the su ng 

ear were foreshudowed in the attitude of the 

uth, bis patrictism, that could not be subor- 
dinated to partisanship. asserted itself, and he 
openly declared that although he hoped Mr. Lin- 
colu would not be elected, yet if he were, and his 
election should provoke an outbreak of the hos- 
tile Southern sentiment, he ** would shoulder his 
musket to have him inaugurated.” During the 
session of Con in the Winter of 1860-61 Mr. 
Logan repea oy. arraigned the Southern mem- 
bers for their disloyalty, and asked them how 
they reconciled their open hostility to tne Goy- 
7 with their oaths to support the Consti- 

ution. 

But Mr. Logan was not destined to remain long 
on the floor of Congress when hostilities to the 
Union of a graver sort had appeared in the open 
field. He attended the special sessioh of Congress 
called by Mr. Lincoln in the early Summer of 
1861, but he left nis seat in July and took his 
place in the ranks of the Union forces, then 
marching on to meet the enemy in Virginia. The 
battle of Bull Run, in which he bore a brave part, 
though he served in the ranks, proved clearly 
that a much larger force was needed to crush the 
rebellion than was at first sup Mr. 
returned to Illinois, and by a series of 
and patriotic ap in the southern part of the 
State rallied thousands of volunteers, and bim- 
self joined the Thirty-first Regiment of Illinois 
Infantry. He was elected Colonel, and the regi- 
ment was mustered into service on the 18th of

During the Summer of 1862 he was importuned 
to become again a candidate for Co: but 
declined in a letter in which he said: ‘I have 
entered tne field to die, if need be, for this Gov- 
ernment, and never e to return to peace- 
ful pursuits until the object of this war of 

reservation has become a fact establisned.” 

e displayed such skill and brav in Grant’s 
campaign of the’ Northern M pi in 
1862 and 1863 thet he was made a_ Mojor- 
General, the commission dating from Nov. 29, 
1862. As the commander of the Third Division, 
Seventeenth Army Corps, under Gen. McPher- 
son, he took in the battle of Port Gibson, 
fought with distinguished personal bravery at 
the battle of Raymond on the th of May, 
heiped drive the rebels out of Jackson two da, 
later, and was in the pattie of Champion’s Hill 
May il. He led the centre of Gen. McPherson's 
command at the siege of Vicksburg, and his 
column first entered the city after the surrender, 
July 4, 1863. He was appointed Military Gov- 
ernor of the city, where a gold medal was pre- 
sented to him, the boon of honor of the Seven- 
teenth Army Corps. He visited the North in 
the Summer of that year, and made several 
eloquent Union speeches. As a specimen of 
those speeches the following extract from one 
delivered at Duquoin, Il., may be a 

* The Government is worth fighting for. It is 
worth generations and centuries of war. It is 
worth the lives of the bestand noblest men in the 
land. We will fight for this Government for the 
sake of ourselves and our children. Our little 
ones shall read in history of the men who stood 
by the Government in its dark and gloomy hours, 
and it shall be the proud boast of many that 
their fathers died in this glorious struggle for 
Americun liberty. I believe to-day—I believe it 
honestly—that if the people of the North were 
united and ail stood upon one platform, as we do 
in the army, this rebellion would be crushed in 
90 days. l want to show you the reason wh 
more troops ought to be raised. We can crus 
this rebellion. I know it. Why, we have marched 
a little army clear from Cairo to. Vicksburg; 
below, a small one has marched from New- 
Orleans to Port Hudson. We have opened the 
Mississippi River. We have splitthe Confederacy 
in two, leaving on one side Texas, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas, and Missouri—more territory than is on 
the eastern side. We have made a gulf that is 
impassable forthem, Wecan huri our strength 
upon one haif and whip them, then upon the 
other and whip that.” 

He was stationed at Huntsville, Ala., the fol- 
lowing Winter, having succeeded Gen. Sherman 
us commander of the Fifteenth Army Corps. 
Early in the Summer of 1864, the Division of the 
Mississippi was making ready for * Sherman's 
march to the sea.” Gen. Logan led the Army of 
the Tennessee upon the right of the grand march, 
and was successively engaged in the battle at 
Resaca, in the repulse of Hardee’s forces at Dal- 
las, at Little Kenesaw Mountain, and in the des- 
perate battle of Peach Tree Creek, where Gen. 
McPherson fell. Gen. Logan at once took com- 
mand, and infusing his troops with the emotions 
which possessed him at the death of his chief, he 
led them with such desperate fury that 8,000 
rebel dead were left on the field. He was also 
at the battle of Ezra Chapel, July 28. In 
fact, he pagrenpanns in ore battle of thet 
historic campaign, from Missionary Ridge 
to the fallof Atlanta on the 2d of Scptember. 
After those momentuous events, Gen. Logan re- 
turned to Illinois, and during the Fall months of 
the Presidential campaign of that year made 
many speeches for Lincoln in the Western States. 
He joined his command again at Savannah, and 
marched with Sherman through the Curolinas, 
and, after Johbnston’s surrender, to Washington. 
On the 23d of May, 1865, he was appointed to suc- 
ceed Gen. Howard in the command of the Army 
of the Tennessee. 

Thus ended his brilliant army career. In the 
Autumn of 186 President Johnson offered him 
the position of Minister to Mexico, which he de- 
clined, und in 1866 he was nominated by the Re- 

ublicans of Illinois to represent the State at 
arge in the Fortieth Congress, and was elected 
by over 60,000 majority. He was one of the 
Managers on the part of the Honse in the im- 
peachment trial of Andrew Jobnson, in the 
Spring of 1867. He was returned to the House 
of Representatives by re-elections in 1858 
and 1870, but in 1871 was elected to the 
United States Senate to succeed Senator Yates. 
His first term as Senator expired in 1877. and he 
failed of re-election, Davia Davis being chosen 
in his stead. The Republicans in the Lllinois 
Legislature then had only 2 majority on joint 
ballot, and three of the Republicans voted with 
the Democrats for Mr. Davis. Two years later 
Gen. Logan was more successful. He then suc- 
ceeded to the seat of Kichard J. Oglesby. In tire 
Senate he has introduced and supported many 
bills concerning rewards to soldiers, and army 
matters in general. At military reunions he has 
always been active. He was one of the founders 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, which orig- 
inated at Decatur. [ll., and was its first national 
commander. Apart from these matters he has 
acquired in public life a special reputation from 
his defense of the findings of the court which 
tried Fitz John Porter. 

Gen. Logan’s bome in Chicago is on Calumet- 
avenue, the house being his own property. He 
also possesses a farm at his old place of residence 
in Southern /ilinois. There his properties are 
said to constitute his entire wealth. The Chicago 
house is estimated to be worth from $25,000 to 
$30,000. When in Washington he lives at a board- 
ing-house in ‘I'welfth-street, in two modest rooms 
—the same in which he has made his home for 
many years. He was married in 1855 to Miss 
Mary Cunningham, of Shuwneetown, Ill. Mrs. 
Logan has a peculiar reputation as a politician, 
being also a lady of refinement and large intelli- 
pees. Her husband's political indebtedness to 

er is great and the anecdotes told to illustrate 
her shrewness and energy are numerous and im- 
pressive. The Loganshavetwochidren. Their 
daughter is the wife of Paymaster Tucker, of the 
urmy, who has been stationed for some years at 
Santa Fé. Theirson is Manning Logan, who in- 
nerits his father’s military ambition and is now a 
cadetat West Point. 


HENRY HAVEMEYER'’S HABITS. 


A SHERIFF’S JURY TO DECIDE WHETHER 
HE IS A HABITUAL DRUNKARD. 

On the petition of Mrs. Mary Jane Have- 
meyer, Judge Lawrence has ordered a commis- 
sion to issue to Clifford A. Hand, lawyer; Gaspar 
Griswold, physician, and Thomas J. Miller, di- 
recting them, with the aid of a Sheriff’s jury, to 
inquire as to the mental condition of Henry 


Havemeyer, and determine whether or not he is 
a habitual drunkard and therefore unfit to 
control bis large estate. They areaiso to ascertain 
the value of his property, to the end that, if he 
is not able to govern himself and care for his 
estate, a committee may be appointed tor this 
purpose. 

In her petition Mrs. Havemeyer says that she, 
her husband, and their six children—three boys, 
ages, respectively. 18, 15, and 10 years,and three 
girls, ages, respectively, 16, 14, and 244 years—live 
in a home owned by her, at No. 748 Fifth-avenue, 
and that ber husband * is incompetent to man- 
age himself or his affairs in consequence of 
habitual drunkenness.” She theretore prays for 
the appointment of a committee of hie rson 
and property. -*r. Prince A. Morrow, of No. tt 
West Fortieth-street, supports Mrs. Havemeyer's 

stition with an affidavit, in which he Says he has 

nown Mr.Havemeyer for years and hasattended 
him for ** bodily di-ease. the consequence of ex- 
treme and excessive indulgence in the use of spir- 
ituous liquors.’ From observation of bis speech 
and conduct, he is convinced that Henry Have- 
meyer is incompetent to manage himself or his 
affairs. A similar affidavit is made by Dr. George 
E. Be'cher, of No. £22 Madicon-avenue. Mr. 
William F. Havemeyer, a brother of the unfor- 
tunate gentleman, swears that he has had con- 
stant fraternal and business intercourse with 
him, and he is convinced, from his brother's 
speech, conduct, and actions, that he is unable to 
properly care for himself and his property. 
enry Havemeyer is one of the sons of the late 
Mayor Havemeyer. He has dabbled so:newhat 
in politics, and obtained a passing national noto- 
riety through the fact that in 1876 he was joined 
with the late Col. W.T. Pelton and Smith M. 
Weed in the cipher dispatch business of Samuel 
J. Tilden. Mr. Havemeyer has always been an 
open-hearted, open-handed man, although 
until lately, as it seems, shrewd, careful, 
and successful in business affairs. His 
estate is believed to be worth several 
millions of dollars. He has long been in the to- 
bacco und sugar trades, but has also made much 
money in railroad. enterprises and speculations 
of various kinds. He is a member of the first panel 
of the Sheriff's jury, bis associates on which may 
now have to decide whether he is a habitual 
drunkard. They have long known that he was 
a hard drinker, for he bas often given evidence 
of that fact while acting as a juror in lunacy 
and drunkenness cases, sometimes addressing ir- 
relevant and incoherent questions to witnesses.

SUING A VILLARD COMPANY. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday Judge Wallace overruled the demurrer to 
the complaint in the suit of Spencer Ervin and 
otbers against the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 


tion Company and Henry Viilard. It is alleged 
by the defendants that the Oregon Steam Navi- 
gation Company, of which the compiainants are 
stockholders, should be made a party to the suit. 
It is held by Judge Wallace, however, that the 
defendants, according to the complaint, holding 
a fiduciary relation to the complainants of equi- 
table joint owners of the property, bought it 
themselves at an inadequate price and by. untair 
means. The complainants are said to occupy, in 
effect, the position of creditors, and may there- 
fore pursue the fuad wherever.it may be found, 
or have an interest in its distribution. In refer- 
ence to another question. raised on demmrrer, 
Judge Wallace decides that the complainants are 
entitled to equitable relief upon such a state of 
facts as is shown by the bill.

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FAVORING THE RAMAPO SCHEME, 
—_—-oe— 
ORITICISING THE BEPORT TO THE SINKING 
FUND COMMISSION. 

Under date of May 31 President George 
T. Hope, of the Continental Insurance Company, 
wrote a letter to Mayor Edson reviewing the re- 
port of the Sub-Committee of the Sinking Fund 
Commission upon the cost to the city of entering 
into a contract with the Ramapo Improvement 
Company to take from the company water at a 
high pressure for extinguishing fires in the dry 
goods district. Mr. Hope has been one of the 
warmest advocates of the Ramapo project. In 
his letter, which was read at the meeting of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners yesterday, he says: 


“The anxious waiting which the merchants 
and underwriters have endured with regard to 
this matter, in which they have such great inter- 
est and which is of such vast importance to them, 
seems to find but a poor recompense in this re- 

rt, which in its prominent features appears to 

ave been made under a ee of the 
points cited by them, when they advocated the 
passage of the apo act before the Legislature 
and u the consideration of the matter before 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners.” 


Mr. Hope then takes up. the reportin detail 
and first calle attention to the estimate of $10,- 
575,000 to properly pipe the city from Fifty- 
ninth-street to the Battery. The merchants and 
underwriters, he says, urged only the imminent 
need of what is known asthe dry goods district 
for tre Ramapo water at a high pressure, and ar- 


gued that that not needed for fire-extinguishing 
purposes could be turned into existing reser- 
voirs and distributed with Croton water. “It 
follows,” he says, ** that $9,000,000 or $10,000,000 of 
the $10,575,000 is in excess of the sum required to 
be expended.” 

In opposition to the point in the report which 
states that the amount of water which the 
Ramapo scheme would furnish will be supplied 
by the new aqueduct, Mr. Hope says that the 
Croton supply, however great, will never be 
delivered ata pressure such as is required and 
such as the Ramapo would give. In regard to 
the estimate that the cost ov the Ramapo water 
to the city would be $20,000,000 per annum, 
estimating the cost on the basis of the city’s bor- 
rowing power at 3 per cent., Mr. Hope says it 
seems to be forgotten that the city is given the 
right to purchase the work at its net cost to its 
projectors within a defined number of years. 

No underwriter, he says, has, so far as he 
knows, any pecuniary interest in the Ramapo 
Company, yet all feel a deep interest in the 
scheme. “Ifthe aid which they ask foris not 
given by the Sinking Fund Commission,” Mr. 
Hope says, “ the risks now carried by one com- 
pany in that district will be reduced largely, 
which upon the introduction of that aid would 
doubtless be and could be with safety increased. 
The value of property in that district is far be- 
yond the pa ng power of all the insurance com- 
panies in the world, and with every effort to se- 
cure insurancefrom every source there is still 
under-insurance to a large extent. The whole 
city is interested in this matter, for under exist- 
ing circumstances such a loss can occuras will 
exceed anything yet recorded.”
